SOLDIER  SETTLERS  REFUTE 

CHARGES  MADE  BY  PREMIER 


Opposition  Leader  Disposes  of  Allegation  That  He 
Has  Attempted  to  Create  Discord  Among  Re- 
turned Men — Conservative  Victory  on 
'I  December  1 ,  Declares  Mr.  B<^wser

"The  Liberals  in  this  contest,  as  in  that  of  1916,  have  but  one 
text.  It  is  'Bowser,  Bowser,  Bowser.'  John  Oliver  tells  you  that  I 
am  politically  dead,  that  I  was  buried  in  1916,  and  that  the  only 
trouble  about  me  is  that  I  persist  in  walking  around.  If,  as  he 
claims,  I  am  dead,  why  is  he  talking  so  much  about  me,"  asked  Mr. 
W.  J.  Bowser,  K.C.,  Conservative  leader,  of  the  three  hundred  and 
more  electors  of  Esquimilt  who  packed  almost  to  suffocation  the 
I  Chtb  at  Esq ui malt  last  evcning^-aiid.accordcd^hc  -ConscTYa^ 
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tive  chieftain  a  welcome  such  as  has  never  been  tendered  to  a  public 
man  in  the  history  of  the  seaport.  His  sally,  one  of  many  which  kept 
his  s^udience  on  the  qui  vive,  and  elicited  for  him  unstinted  applause, 
was  answered  by  a  shout,  "You're  a  live  one,  yet." 

It  was  Mr.  Bowser's  first  appearance  in  this  section  of  the  Inland 
during  the  present  campaign.  His  resume  of  his  recent  trip  to  In- 
terior and  Up-Island  points  told  of  a  great  tide  of  Conservative  sen- 
timent awccping  the  country.  His  prediction  .that  on  December  1 
next  the  Liberals  will  be  swept  from  office  and  the  Conservative 
party  reinstated  in  power,  brought  forth  ^earty  applause. 
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For  two  hours  Mr.  BowMr  h«ld  hla 
aadienoe  to  a  man  and  it  waa  nearly 
11  o'clock  when  the  meeting  ad- 
journed. He  elicited  applause  when. 
adealtnv  with  the  claim  of  Premiejr 
hrer  and  Liberal  candidatea.  and  tha 
■tatementa  contained  in  Liberal  cam- 
pstvh  lltaratore,  that  the  Oovernment 
•oldtor  aattlement .  policy  is  tiatlafac- 
tory  to  the  men,  be  read  a  statement 
forwarded  to  him  by  soldier  settlers 
at  Camp  Lister,  near  Creston,  which 
statement  set  forth  amonir  other 
tblnsa:  "There  are  no  satisfied  sol- 
dier settlers  at  Lister."  and  sUted  the 
reasons  why  that  dissatisfaction  ex- 
ists, among  them  being  that  the 
agreement. under  which  the  me|i  orig- 
inally came  to  the  settlement  has 
been  r«pe<itedly  changed  by  the  Land 
Settlement  Board,  finally  resulting  in 
"tlie  rrfdnttrous  agreement  which  was 
iMrsonaliy  presented  to  the  settlers  in 
iligust.  192«,  by  the  Hon.  B>.  D.  Bar* 
rimi  This  agreement,  to  use  the  ao- 
tugl  words'  of  Hon.  Johu  Oliver.  In 
his  speech  at  Crestoi),  November  S, 
'No  ^ne  man  would  sign.'  "  Furthpr, 
the  statement  went  on.  "We,  the  «jt- 
tTers.  oonslder  that  the  expenditures 
and  administration  of  the  board  dur- 
ing the  past  Bummer  has  been  most 
nnbuslneselllce,  and  wish  to  bring  to 
you r!  notice  the .  following  serious  ex- 
amples." Then  follows  a  long  series 
of  complain^. 

The  statement  is  signed  by  about 
forty  veteran  settlers  at  Lister. 

Mr.  Bowser  also  read  a  communi- 
cation sent  by  the  same  veterans  to 
Capt  Ian  Maekentle.  president  of  the 
Vancouver  Branch  of  the  O.  W.  V.  A.. 
and  one  of  the  Liberal  candidates  in 
that  city,  calling  attenUon  to  his 
(Capt.  Mackensle's)  statements,  and 
also  those  of  Premier  Oliver,  to  the 
eftaet  that  Mr.  Bowser  has  been  go- 
ipg  about  the  soldier  settlements  try- 
ing to  stir  up  trouble  and  ill-feeling 
towards  the  Liberal  Oortmasent  It 
branded  such  statements  an  absolute- 
ly falsa.  ^^

"I  have  not  yet  visited  a  returned 
•oldler  settlement  area  tliat  X  was  not 
first  Invited  to  do  so  by  the  men  them- 
selves. They  find  themselves  In  dis- 
parate straits  through  the  shameful 
and  criminally  unbusinesslike  methods 
of  a  Government  which  has  deceived 
them.  That  statement  telle  of  a  con- 
dition exlsthig  In  every  soldier  set- 
ClSment  area  In  this  Province.  The 
liberal  Government  has  spent  tl.OOO,- 
090  on  what  It  calls  land  settlement 
work.  Last  year  In  the  Legislature 
the  Government  had  to  admit  that  It 
had  succeeded,  after  all  that  outlay, 
in  putting  but  sixty-seven  settlers  on 
ths  land.  In  the  Conrtenay  area  over 
three-quarters  of  a  million  lias  been 
spent  and  not  a  soldier  settler  on  t)\e 
land.  Between  one  and  two  million^ 
have  been  Invested  elsewhere,  and  not 
a  single  soldier  knows  when  he  is  go- 
ing to  get  title  to  his  all6tment  or 
what  It  will  cost  htm.  Why?  Be- 
emss  the  Oovernment  Is  afraid  to 
cat!  tlie  veterans  because,  through  the 
Mekleas  expenditures  and  waste  of 
this  money,  the  soldiers  would  start  a 
revolutton."

Laughingly  referring  to  that  type 
of  independent  who  will  express 
doubt  of  the  Oliver  Government,  but 
add,  "But  X  can't  stand  Bowser,"  and 
that  other  tyi>e,  the  Liberal,  who  is 
always  so  soliettous  about  Bowser's 
health,  Mr.  Bowser  declared,  "When 
the  time  comes  for  me  to  shuffle  off 
this  mortal  coil  there  won't  be  a 
I^iberal  within  a  hundred  miles  who 
won't  be  there  to  see  me  safely 
buried." 

"This  contest  does  not  hinge  upon 
me  personally.  The  question  is 
whether  the  present  Liberal  Governt 
ment  has  made  good,"  declared  Mr. 
Bowser,  who  asserted  the  people'  wUl 
n<;>t  stand  for  the  campaign  of  slan- 
der and  abuse  which  was  waged 
against  him  in  1916.  He  was  not 
adoptiag  .ttuU  eouras,  bf  t  was  'critl- 
cixlng  the  Government  on  its  record; 
the  people  were  the  Jury,  and  would 
render  the  verdict. 

Reciting  the  evidences  of  Conser- 
vaUve  victory  in  the  ridings  he ,  has 
visited,  he  declared  it  was  clear 
there  was  an  elecUon.  Bverywhere 
were  to  be  seen  Liberal  followers  and 
teams  scattering  gravel  on  the  roads. 
"King's  election  gravel,"  he  termed 
it  "tltey  are  going  about  seeking  to 
deceive  the  people/  but  they  are  only 
deceiving  themselves,"  he  said.  Pr4e- 
mler  Oliver,  chosen  leader  of  the 
Liberal  party,  by  a  majority  of  one 
vote  in  the  party  caucus,  had  been 
given  an  opportunity  to  make  good. 
His  signal  failure  would  be  demon- 
strated   on    December    1.

MONTREAL.  Nov.  19. — The  annual 
statement  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal, 
accepted  as  an  Indication  of  the 
financial  condition  of  t^e  Dominion, 
and  which  Is  issued  today,  shows  the 
bank  m&de  a  profit  of  $4,033,995  last 
year,  as  compared  with  13,314,227  In 
1919.  This  profit,  added  to  the  bal- 
ance of  profit  and  loss  a  year  ago. 
which  amounted  to  11.812,854.  and 
to  the  11,000,000  of  premium  on  new 
stocks,  brought  the  amount  available 
for  di8tributl<i  up  to  $6,846,850, 
which  was  distributed  aa  follows: 
$2,960,000  In  regular  dividends,  and 
a  bonus  of  2  per  cent;  $3,000,000 
placed  to  the  credit  of  rest  account; 
$210,000  war  tax  on  note  circulation; 
and  $425,000  reserve  for  bank  prem- 
ises. This  brotight  the  total  allotment 
up  to  $6,595,000  and  left  a  balance  to 
be  carried  forward  into  the  new  year 
of  $1,251,860. 

livings  deposits  now  stand  at 
$322,579,613.  as  compared  with  $$13.- 
656.965  last  year.  Noteworthy  fea- 
tures of  the  statement  are  the  figures 
reporting  a  steady  reduotion  in  the 
special  government  business  under- 
taken during:  the  war  and  the  decline 
in  the  number  of  securities  of  British, 
foreign  and   colonial  origin  held. 


TORONTO.  Nov.  19. — Rt.  Hon. 
Arthur  Mclghen,  in  his  flrst  appear- 
ance before  a  large  audience  in  To- 
ronto as  Premier  of  Canada,  wac 
given  a  rousing  demonstration  that 
was  as  unique  as  it  was  enthusiastic 
and   vociferous. 

While  within  the  crowded  Masaey 
Hall.  Mr.  Meighen,  with  punptua- 
tions  of  applause  from  his  4,000 
auditors,  was  enunciating  the  pro- 
tective platform  of  the  National  Lib- 
"erai  and"  ConserN'uilVB  Party  and  tts" 
policy  of  promoting  Canadian  manu- 
factures b.v  Canadian  workmen, 
through  Canadian  investments,  three 
or  four  thousand  returned  soldiers 
and  their  sympathizers  in  the  streets 
outside  were  practically  storming  the 
hall  in  an  attempt   to  get  in. 

The  overflow  audience  was  held  in 
check  by  a  cordon  of  nearly  200 
policemen,  passing  the  time  in  chorus- 
ing a  demand  for  the  Government 
leader  to  come  out  and  address  them 
on  the  gratuity  question,  and  to  lis- 
ten to   the  speeches  of  their  leaders. 

The  hail  was  crowded  to  the  doors, 
many  prominent  local  men  and  wo- 
men of  all  parties  occupying'  seats  on 
the  platform.  There  were  notable 
instances  of  prominent  men  who 
were  unable  to  secure  admission 
despite  the  fact  that  thej^  held 
tickets. 

When  the  returned  soldiers  out- 
side were  informed  by  J.  Harry 
Flynn,  president  of  the  G.A.U.V.,  that 
the  Premier  would  not  address  an 
outdoor  meeting,  but  would  answer 
the  veterans'  questions  inside,  there 
was  a  rush  for  the  front  doors  to 
gain  admittance,  but  the  hall  was 
then,  crowded.  The  front  portals 
were  closed  and  a  squad  of  police- 
men three  deep  formed  a  barrier 
across  them.  It  wts  evident,  how- 
ever, from  the  interruptions  offered 
to  some  of  the  speakers,  particularly 
Hon.  Hugh  Guthrie,  that  there  were 
a  number  of  returned  men  In  the 
audience. ' 


TURKS  THREATENING 
TO  ATTACK  ARMENIANS 

LONDON.  Nov.  19.  —  The  British- 
Armenian  committee  has  received  ad- 
vlcee  to  the  effect  that  the  armistice 
between  Mustapha  Kemal  Pasha, 
Turkish  Nationalist  leader,  and  the 
Armenians,  which  was  agreed  to  No- 
veml>er  4,  having  ended,  the  Turks 
sent  another  ulthnatum  to  the  Ar- 
menians, which  was  to  expire  within 
24  hours,  demanding  the  surrender 
of  an  enormous  quantity  of  arms  and 
ammunition,  and  conditions  which 
would  leave  the  Turks  in  *complete 
possession  of  the  greater  part  of  the 
Erivan   Republic. 

The  committee  adds  that  the  Ar- 
menian Government  purposes  to  re- 
open pourparlers  at  Alexandropol.  but 
that  hostilities  are.  expected  to  be  re- 
newed Immediately.

Germany  Repudiates 
One  Treaty  Clause 

Gives  Notice  to  Lieague  of  Nations  Assembly  That

Government  no  longer  considers  it 
self  bound  by  the  clause  of  the  Ver- 
sailles Treaty  by  which  Germany 
surrenders  her  colonies  to  the  Allies, 
according  to  an  official  note  of  pro- 
test presented  to  the  League  of  Na- 
tions 

The  note  declares  that  the  Allies 
have  not  fulfilled  their  undertakings 
under  the  oJaiiSe  of  the  treaty  con- 
cerning the  allotment  of  tlie  German 
colonlte  and  mandates.  It  adds  that, 
having  signed  the  pact  of  the  League 
Of  Nations.  Germany  understood  she 
would  be  adnUtted  to  the  league, 
and  consequently  take  part  in  the 
allotment  of  mandates,  bat  that  now 
she  no  longer  considers  herssif 
bound  by  that  clause. 

The  German  note,  addressed  to  the 
secretariat  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tlonst  is  a  long  documsnt.  eouched 
In  Judicial  terms.  It  is  moderate  in 
form,  but  constitutes  a  strong  pro- 
test against  league  mandates  on 
which  the  aaaembly  will  have  to  pass 
Judgment  The  esistsnce  of  the  note 
became  known  today  owing  to  an  la- 
d'.ssreU»B.

NEW  WBSTMINSTBR.  Nov.  19.— 
Speaking  at  a  meeting  here  in  sup- 
port of  Mr.  I>.  Whitsside  tonight. 
Premier  Oliver,  in  referring  to  the 
Dolly  Varden  controvetsy,  remarked 
that  he  had  had  the  satisfaction  of 
protecting  working  men  to  the  extent 
o^  $140,000  in  wages.  He  had  also 
had  the  satisfaction  of  protecting 
merchants  to  the  extent  of  1300,000 
and  the  TXiliy  Varden  shareholders 
from   their  own   management. 

He  said  he  had  not  always  agreed 
with  Mr.  Whiteside,  but  he  wanted 
men  in  the  Legislature  who  would 
show  him  when  he  was  wrong. 

Warning  the  voters  against  sending 
Irresponsibles  to  the  House,  the  Pre- 
mier urged  his  hearers  to  remember 
that  the  men  In  the  Legislature  had 
power  over  every  dollar  the  voters 
possessed  by  the  guaranteeing  of 
l>onds,  and  could  mortgai^e  their 
property  to  such  a  degree  as>  prac- 
tically to  take  it  from  them. 

The  Premier  said  the  Government 
had  not  had  a  request  from  the  Brit- 
ish Government  for  oil  lands.  If  the 
Imperial  authorities  wanted  British 
Columbia,  oil  lands,  let  them  write 
directly  to  the  Provincial. Government, 
and  they  would  answer  them.  If 
there  was  oil  in  the  North  it  would 
be  of  value  enough  to  pay  off  Pro- 
vincial obligations.  The  day  had  gone 
when  they  gave  away  their  mineral, 
timber  and  oil  wealth  to  promoters 
aad  paid  a  bonus  to  take  it  away. 
They  refueed  to  have  the  Province's 
rssoarcee 'turned  over  to  promoters  to 
psddle  all  over  creation. 


VANCOUVER.  Nov.  19. — Conform- 
ing with  an  order  from  ttie  poltce 
commissioners.  Chief  Anderson  has 
complied  an  official  statement  giving 
all  available  departmental  statistics 
relative  to  enforcement  of  the  Pro- 
hibition Act  in  this  city. 

The  act  became  effective  on  Octo- 
ber 1,  1917,  and  in  that  year  there 
were  96  cases  taken  Into  police  court 
as  prosecutions  for  infractions.  In 
1911  the  number  of  poU<M  court 
prosecutions  Jumped  to  6S4.  In  1910 
the  total  was  K62,  and  for  the  expired 
ten  months  of  the  preaent  year  72( 
court  prosecutions  for  prohibition  in- 
<>  fraction  were  taken,  says  the  report. 

This  work  was  accomplished  by  a 
"dry  squad"  of  one  insi>eotor  and  six 
men.  Before  the  advent  of  prohibi- 
tion and  in  1914  the  police  force 
comprised  291  men.  Through  1917 
only  173  men  were  on  the  force,  the 
same  number  for  1918,  and  197  in 
1919.  'The  average  for  1920  has 
been  a  personnel  of  2 OS  men. 

On  June  10  the  commission  passed' 
a  resolution  deflnltely  instructing  the 
chief  constable  vigorously  to  enforce 
the  Prohibition  Act  not  only  as  to 
the  bootleggers  'but  as  to  persons 
having  liquor  Illegally  about  their 
persons,  doctors  issuing  prescriptions 
illegally,  etc.  This  was  passed  ds- 
spite  Mayor  Gale's  statement  that  he 
thought  the  department's  chief  at- 
tention should  be  devoted  to  the  boot- 
leggers rather  than  to  the  citizen  who 
might  be  carrying  "something  on  the 
hip."       

Codsortlimi  Approved 
NEW  YORK,  Nov.  19. — Formal  ap- 
proval of  the  new  Chineae  consortium 
by  the  governments  of  the  United 
States.

was  raided,  according  to  an  official  announcement.  It  was  in  thi.s 
raid  that  the  military  captured  documents  concerning  the  aTTcged 
plot  to  infect  Crown  troops  with  typhoid  and  cavalry  horses  with 
glanders,  which  Sir  Hamar  Greenwood.  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland, 
announced  in  the  House  of  Commons  yesterday.  • 

When  the  militar)'  entered  the  house,  the  chief  of  staff  jumped 
from  the  window,  vaulted  a  t<i(i-Ioot  wall  and  got  away.  As  the 
greatest  importance  was  attached  by  the  military  to  his  capture,  they 
threw  out  elaborate  cordons,  but  without  effect. 

The  official  announcement  says  the  documents  were  captured  in 
a  raid  on  the  house  of  Professor  Michael  Hayes. 

The  County  Council  today  passed  a  resolution  deciding  that  in 
future  it  would  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  and  carry  on  business,  irrespective  of  certain  decrees  of 
the  Dail  Eirann  (Irish  Republican  Parliament)  recently  issued. 

This  is  the  first  breach  among  the  Iiish  local  bodies  in  loyalty 
to  the  republican  parliament.  It  synchronizes  with  an  application 
made  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  the  Dublin  courts  against 
the  Dublin  City  Council  and  the  Monaghan  and  Cavan  Councils  to 

enforce  the  right  of  supervision.

PrteeC  Kidnapped 

GALWAT,  Ireland,  Nov,  19.— A 
state  of  great  trepidation  exists 
■%inong  the  people  of  Oalway  over  the 
disappearance  of  Father  OrUfln,  cur- 
ate of  Bushby  Park,  who  seTeral  dkys 
ago  was  reported  to  have  been  kid- 
napped from  his  residence  by  three 
unknown  persona.  Local  Catholic 
members  of  the  Royal  Irish  Con- 
stabulary repudiate  any  connection 
with   his  abduction.

The  belief  is  general  that  Father 
Griffin  was  removed  as  a  reprisal  for 
the  kidnapping  from  his  home,  on  the 
night  of  October  15,  of  a  well  known 
constitutional  nationalist,  P.  W.

VANCOUVER,  Nov.  It.— With  iU 
declared  objeoU  "the  installation  of 
blast  furnaces  and  th«  oraation  of  an 
iron  and  steel  plant  la  Britlah  Co- 
lumbia," a  company,  known  as  the 
Coast  Range  Steel.  Umited,  has  Just 
been  incorporated.  Notice  of  the 
formation  of  the  concern  was  con- 
tained In  this  week's  Issue  of  The 
British  Columbia  Qaaette. 

The  company  is  incorporated  for 
115,000,000,  and  the  plans,  which  are 
today  announced  by  the  promoters 
for  the  first  time,  provide  for  the  ulti- 
mate expenditure  of  ISO.OOO.OOO  in 
the  establishment  of  a  great  Iron 
&nd  steel  industry  somewhere  on  the 
lower  mainland  of  British  Columbia. 
It  is  hoped  to  start  on  active  construc- 
tion within  six  montha 

The  names  of  five  Vancouver  men 
are  subscribed  formally  as  provisional 
dlrectora  They  are  Messrs.  H.  J. 
tandahl,  Fred  T.  Congdon,  J.  D. 
Kearna<  John  Steta  and  Major  Mon- 
tague Moore.  Brlti^  oaf>ital.  and 
lots  of  it,  is  behind  the  scheme,  ac- 
cording to  the  statement  today  of  tha 
men  who  have  gone  thoroughly  Into 
the  project,  and  state  their  Intention 
of  seeing  it  through.  Assurance  is 
given  that  $16,000,000  will  be  spent 
In  this  Province  during  the  next  three 
years,  the  formative  period  ot  the 
new  industry. 

That  the  Provincial  Oovernnltont'a 
stamp  of  approval  had  been  placed 
upon  this  project  was  stated  this 
morning  in  the  course  of  an  inter- 
view wRh  Hon.  J.  W.  deB.  Farrls, 
Attorney-General,  in  his  room  at  the 
Vancouver  General  Hospital,  where 
he  la  still  cstiflned  with  throat  trouble. 
Hon.  Mr.  Farrla,  with  Hon.  William 
Sloan,  Minister  of  Mines,  has  been 
very  active  in  forwarding  the  affair* 
of  this  steel  development  project,  and 
an  order-ln-council  providing  for  a 
contract  with  the  active  parties  was 
signed  at  Victoria  yesterday. 

On  August  25,  1919,  when  the 
project  was  first  laid  before  the  Cabi- 
net, Premier  Oliver,  on  behalf  of  the 
Government,  addreased  Congdon  by 
letter,  stating  that  the  matter  being 
of  the  utmost  importance,  "the  Ck>v- 
ernn^nt  stands  ready  to  encour&ge 
woi-k  of  this  nature.  In  pursuing 
such  a  course,  the  Government  knows 
It  has  the  whole-souled  support  of 
everyone  in  the  Province,  regardless 
of  political  ^affiliations,"  added  the 
Premier. 

Following  the  dispatch  of  this  let- 
ter, Mr.  Farrls  said  the  development 
of  the  project  was  watched  with  great 
interest  at  the#CapitaI.  Hon.  William 
Sloan  was  especially  active,  and  a* 
long  ago  as  the  first  week  in  Octo- 
ber, following  the  return  of  the  Van- 
couver  men  with  news  of  financial 
Buccesfl,  the  Minister  of  Mines  author- 
ised the  fullest  measure  of  assistance. 
He  aided  the  exploration  work  con- 
ducted by  the  Bngiiah  experts  by  pro- 
viding local  engi|i««r*  vvho  accom- 
panied the  viaitors  and  made  fuU  re- 
ports and  data,  which  are  now  en  file 
at  .Victoria. 

Before  recommending  that  the 
agreement  to  pay  $3  per  ton  pig  iron 
B.C.  production  bounty  be  signed, 
under  the  act  passed  three  years  ago, 
the  Attorney-Oenerai  said  he  had  in- 
vestigated the  bona  fides  of  the  In- 
terested partiea  Inquiries  were  in- 
stituted through  a  Vancouver^  bank, 
and  it  was  found  that  the  financial 
standing  behind  the  deal  was  satis- 
factory. Upon  the  strength  of  this 
the  order-in-councll  sanctioning  an 
agreement  between  the  Minister  of 
Mines  and  the  parties  in  this  deal  waa 
issued. 

Two  English  engineers  are  now  In 
Vancouver  in  connection  with  the 
project.  They  kre  Messrs.'  C.  T.  Wil- 
liams, J. P.,  M.E.,  and  Francis  Percy, 
M.S.,  of  London.  They  have  been 
quietly  engaged  during  the  last  two 
months  In  a  general  Investigation  and 
survey  to  determine  the  adequacy  ot 
resources  of  raw  materials.

For  the  flaeal  year  lfl»-lt2«  the 
FrovlncUJ  Oovammant  estimated 
that  iU  proflta  for  the  aala  of  Uquor 
under  the  Prohibition  Aet  would 
amount  to  |2!i,OO0.  The  actual  proflta 
ware  upward^  of  twaoty  tlmea  thia 
amount,  or,  in  othar  words,  they  tx- 
oeaded  fSOO.'OOO  bacaoaa  of  the  proflt- 
aerins  prlcea  which  ware  charged. 
Thia  money  waa  ravanue  pouring 
into  the  Provincial  exchequer  over 
and  above  that  eatlmatad.  The  Qov- 
ernment  has,  as  yat,  given  no  ac- 
counting to  the  public  of  British 
Columbia  of  how  thia  money  has 
been  spent,  and  has  never  auggested 
that  it  would  be  applied  towards  the 
Anapcial  needs  of  municipalities  in 
which  it  was  t)racticany  all  collected. 
During  the  same  flscal  year  the  coat 
of  administering  the  Prohibition  Act, 
according  to  the  Provincial  vote  for' 
that  purpose,  waa  167,070,  which 
meant  that  still  about  half  a  million 
dollars  of  revenue  remained  to  tNe 
Qovernraent  beyond  what  waa  of- 
ficially anticipated.

eatimated  revenue  from  the  proflta 
on  the  sale  of  liquor  is  $26,000.  Two 
months  of  tiie  flscal  year  had  expired 
before  the  new  restrictions  went  into 
force  which  curtailed  the  amoun^'ff 
Uquor  which  could  be  secured  through 
a  prescription.  For  the  balance  of 
the  flscal  year,  although  the  prices  of 
liquor  have  been  raised  as  compared 
with  what  they  were  when  a  two- 
quart  prescription  was  permitted,  the 
revenue  derived 'NriU  show  a  large 
falling  off,  but  it  will  be  greatly  in 
excess  of  the  $26,000  which  it  is 
estimated  to  produce.  The  point  to 
be  made,  however.  Is  that  the  Oov- 
Brnment  secured  what  can  only  be 
characterized  as  an  enormous  profit 
out  of  Ita  liquor  .tra^e  under  the 
Prohibition  Act,  and  tha(  not  a  dol- 
lar of  this  money  was  giv^n  to 
municipalities  to  enable  them  to  bear 
tha  added  costs  of  enforcing  this 
Provintilal  measurb.  Tjbe  Oovarament 
took  the  money,^lp(||  ittt  earjjkiTk  it 
for  any  particular  ,|>ij^pp8e,  and,  ias 
wo  have  said,  there  iti  no  public 
knowledge  of  how  it  has  been  spent. 
When  It  is  recallad  that  unfler  the 
Prohibition  Act  <  H<)uo/;i||,^aOld  (or 
madleinal  purposes  only,  and  there- 
fore, with  the  proviso  that  a  medical 
prescription  muat  be  secured,  it  will 
be  readily  recognized  that  the  Oov- 
ernment  adopted  a  ckllous  policy  in 
profiteering  at  the  expense  of  sick- 
ness. Since  it  profiteered  under  such 
circumstances  the  logical  inference  is 
that  the  practice  would  be  continued 
if  it  had  the -putting  into  force  of 
powers  affecting  the  sale  of  liquor  on 
a  mora  wholesale  scale.  On  the  other 
hand  the  Conservative  party  in 
pledged  to  the  sal*  of  liquor,  under 
Qovernment  control,  at  reasonable 
prices.  What  Is  more,  the  profits  to 
ba  derived  from  such  sale  will  be  a 
part  of  the  fund  from  which  it  is 
proposed  to  give  a  per  capita  grant 
to  Municipalities  in  order  to  enable 
tha  latter  to  meet  their  financial 
I  obligations.  Under  the  Liberals,  only 
I  desultory  attempts  were  made  to 
eaforoe  Prohibition  because  of  the 
^■acillating  policy  of  the  Attorney- 
Oeneral.  and  it  ia  obvloua  that  the 
Act  is  regarded  by  the  present  Gov- 
ernment as  a  source  of  revenue,  the 
expenditure  of  which  need  not  be  ear- 
marked for  any  particular  purppaa. 

The  people  of  British  Colambia  do 
not  wish  to  experience  stmllar  oot)dl- 
tiona  "Vhen  liquor  control  goes  Into 
force.  They  want  an  act  that  will 
fulfil  the  mandate  they  gave  In  the 
recent  plebiscite.  They  want  a  party 
strongly  entrenched  in  power  and 
capable  of  giving  effect  to  their 
wlahea.  They  want  an  Attomey-Oen- 
eral  who  will  not  truckle  to  any  in- 
tereats.  but  will  be  prepared  to  en- 
foree  the  law  without  fear  or  favor. 
They  want,  aa  well,  the  assurance 
that  municlpalltlea  will  benefit  be- 
came of  the  putting  into  operation  of 
Government  control.  This  aaaarance 
thejr  have  from  the  leader  of  the  Con- 
■•n»*'^^  perty.  As  well  aa  providing 
tha^  municipal  relief  Aat  is  ao  im- 
perative, the  aaauranoe  mentioned 
Is  ah  earneat  that  an  accounting  will 
be  made  of  the  moneys  derived  frgm 
liqaor  leglslatiea.  and  a  certainty  that 
these  will  be  diverted  into  channels 
which  will  eaaa  the  heaviest  hardens 
that  taxBsiyars  hava  to  bear.

That  employers 
within  the  Province  continue  to  avail 
tbemselvea  to  such  an  extent  of  alien 
labor  is  one  of  ^he  reaaons  why  the 
returned  soldier  problem  is  not  finally 
solved.  We  reeaU  that  Mr.  William 
Sloan,  speaking  before  a  mining  con- 
vention in  Vancouver  not  so  long  ago. 
alluded  to  the  desirability  of  replacing 
alien  labor  in  the  mines  with  workera 
of  British  and  Canadian  nationality. 
This  was  as  far  aa  he  went,  for  i^o 
step  was  taken  to  implement  his  ap- 
parent wish  in  this  direction. 

A  Provincial  Government  may  not 
be  able  to  legislate  to  prevent  the 
employment  of  alien  labor  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  our  own  workingmen,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  it 
could  exert  such  an  Influence  as 
would  have  the  desired  result.  In  any 
encouragement  it  might  give  to  in- 
dustrial development  It  can  make  It" 
contingent  on  every  preference  being 
given  to  the  employment  of  Canadians 
and  other  Britishers.  It  could  put 
forward  such  repreeentations  to  those 
who  control  the  lumbering,  mining, 
fishery  and  pulp  industries,  no  matter 
where  the  capital  employed  may  come 
from,  as  would  make  It  In  the  Inter- 
ests of  these  undertakinga  to  assist  to 
the  utmost  of  their  power  in  solving 
the  problem  of  rehabilitation.  All 
these  suggestions  have  already,  and 
long  ago,  been  given  publicity,  but  for 
soino  reason  or  other  the  Liberal  Gov- 
ernment does  nut  consider  it  is  its 
duty  to  take  aciion.  We  hope  that 
after  the  coming  election  when  a  new 
Government  goes  into  power  there 
will  be  a  change  in  the  trend  of  policy 
affecting  the  industrial  situation,  and 
that  one  feature  of  this  change  will 
lead  to  greater  employment  for  our 
own  citizens.

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NO  MUNICIPAL  AID 


Mr.  F.  A,  Pauline  Claims  Con- 
servative Blunder  So  Fixed 
Finances  That  Further  As- 
sistance Was  Impossible 


That  the  reason  the  Oliver  Govern- 
ment found  It  impossible  to  grant 
further  Provincial  aid  to  municipali- 
ties was  the  P.O.E.  "blunder"  made 
by  the  Conservative  administration, 
waa  the  declaration  made  In  Straw- 
berry Vale  Hall  last  night  by  Mr.  F. 
A.  Pauline,  Liberal  candidate  in 
Saanich  district.  "But,"  added  Mr. 
Pauline,  "we  have  good  reaaon  to 
believe  that  in  the  near  future  our 
revenue  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all 
liabilities,  and  we  can  reasonably  hope 
that  next  year  we  will  be  able  to  give 
more  assistance  to  the  municipalities 
than  in  the  past."

Three  hundred  members  of  the  Can- 
adian Club  and  the  Women's  Can- 
adian Club  heard  Mr.  Bishop's  ad- 
dress and  evidenced  keen  interest  and 
appreciation  throughout.  Mr.  Bishop 
waH  Introduced  by  President  John 
Cochrane,  who  said:

banners  unfurled,  beneath 
whose  folds  are  enlisted  those  forces 
which,  on  the  one  hand,  would  oblit- 
erate our  present  civilization,  and  on 
the  other,  will  assist  us  to  achieve 
the  realization  of  our  highest  ideals. 
The  force  antagonistic  to  our  civiliza- 
tion Is  enlisted  under  the  red  flag  of 
Bolshevism.  In  the  sreat  Uusnian 
Empire,  the  shock  of  the  world  war 
changed  the  Government  from  a  pa- 
ternal, organized.  If  decidedly  bureau- 
cratic system.  Into  a  disorganized 
condition,  under  which  tyranny, 
cruelty  and  disregard  'for  the  ordin- 
ary rights  of  humanity,  have  been 
rampant  to  an  extent  seldom,  if  ever, 
heretofore  recorded   in  history. 

"Where  the  red  flag  of  Bolshevism 
has  prevailed.  Individual  rights  have 
disappeared,  the  sanctity  of  home  and 
human  life  has  been  violated  and  the 
ideals  of  Christian  cltlxenship  have 
been  deliberately  desecrated.  In  the 
wake  of  that  red  flag  has  followed 
the  utmost  In  human  misery.  And 
this  insidious  and  fearful  thing,  Bol- 
shevism, is  seeking  to  undermine  the 
civillzatii^ns  of  the  most  advanced 
nations  of  the  world  today,  so  that  all 
mankind  may  eventually  acknowledge 
its    universal    sway. 

"Opposing  this  malign  and  danger- 
ous force  Is  another  of  world-wide  in- 
fluence, enlisted  under  the  Red  Tri- 
angle of  Body,  Mind  and  Spirit  and 
nghtlng  for  those  principles  which 
centuries  of  history  have  proved  to 
be  the  vital  essentials  of  human  hap- 
piness. enllKhienment,  progress  and 
prosperity.  It  is  unnecessary  to  make 
extended  reference  to  the  beneficent 
effect  of  the  activities  of  the  Yoimg 
Men's  Christian  Association  upon  the 
national  life  of  our  Dominion,  our 
empire,  and  the  world  at  large.  Suf- 
nce  it  to  say  that,  during  the  late 
world  war,  this  organization  was  un- 
surpassed by  any  similar  agency  in 
assisting  to  maintain  military  nnd 
civilian  morale  during  the  long 
struggle  and  to  carry  to  a  triumph- 
ant Issue  those  high  principle.'^  whIcK 
received  euch  ample  vindication  in 
that   great    conflict." 

"There  was  a  time  when  declara- 
tions that  oiir  greatest  resource  waa 
Its  youth  and  manpower  might  well 
be  described  as  platitudes,"  said  Mr. 
Bishop.  "It  is  time  now  that  we 
should  turn  these  platitude.^  Into 
practical  policy.

"The  task  carries  with  it  a  grave 
responsibility  and  we  must  approach 
it  with  the  viewpoint  of  a  promoter 
whose  genius  is  for  development  and 
making  the  most  of  the  nrmterlal  at 
his  command,  who  kno^s  potential 
value  and  virtue  when  he  sees  it  and 
isn't  afraid  to  go  ahead  with  his  Job 
of  making  it  yield  the  best  there  Is 
in  it.  We  have  got  to  look  ot  this 
human  material,  this  rising  manhood 
of  the  country,  as  a  promoter  looks  at 
the  raw  resources  to  be  developed 
and  harnessed   for  the  use  of  society. 

"Not  long  ago  Sir  Arthur  Currle 
told  you  that  the  brains  of  the  coun- 
try were  its  greatest  asset.  He  used 
this  as  an  argument  for  higher  edu- 
cation. Sir  Arthur  has  become  one 
of  these  human  promoters  for  which 
I  declare  there  Is  a  very  real  need 
today.  You  know  him  as  a  business 
roan.  We  know  him  as  a  great  sol- 
dier, one  of  the  few  great  soldiers 
brought   to   the  front  by  the   war. 

"Among  the  other  human  promot- 
ers I  might  mention  Taylor  Statton 
and  C.  J.  Atkinson,  boys'  work  lead- 
ers, who  were  In  Victoria  a  few  days 
ago.  Let  me  tell  you  that  there 
are  some  men  of  genius  equalling 
some  of  our  wealthiest  citlxens  who 
have  eentenced  themselves  to  obscur- 
ity In  order  that  they  might  do  whot 
they  conceived  to  be  their  duty  to

In    Supreme    Court    Chambers    yes- 
terday, Mr.  S.  C.  Mayers,  of  Vancou- 
ver, acting  on  behalf  of  the  Bank  of 
Montreal,  applied  to  Mr.  Justice  Mac- 
donald    for    an    order    for    foreclosure 
of  the  mortgage  held  by  the  bank  on 
the  assets  of  the  Westholme  Lumber 
Company.        Mr.    Mayers    recited    the 
history  of  the  litigation  of  the  lumber 
company  with    the   city,   to   the   early 
part    of    which    litigation    his    clients 
had   assented;    but   all   of   which   sub- 
sequent   to    the    case    taken      to      the 
Court    of   Appeal,    and    especially   the 
final    proceedings    before      the      Privy 
Council,    they    had    judged    to    be    ill- 
advised.     Counsel   i<ald    that   as    a   re- 
sult   of    that    litigation    the    company 
still   retained    its  contractual   right  of 
demanding  from  the  city  an  account- 
ing of  any  sums  due  to  the  company 
for  work    done   on    the   Sooke   water- 
works   by*  the    company,    before    the 
City  of  Victoria   took   over  the   work 
itself,    and    his    clients    now    applied 
to  have  any  such  possible  sums  made 
a    first    charge    on    the   aseets    of    the 
oompany.    under    the    lerms    of    the 
mortgage.     Mr.  Mayers  said  the  bank 
was    willing    that    Mr.    W.    J.    Taylor, 
K.C.,    should    be    recouped      for      his 
costs   as   solicitor   for  the   Westholme 
company,    in    connection      with      the 
litigation    referred    to.     Mr.      W.      A. 
Brethour,  appearing  on  behalf  of  the 
Westholme  Lumber  Company,  and  of 
Mr.   W.   J.   Taylor.     K.C.,      contended 
that   the   bank    had   no   claim   on   any 
such    provisional    assets   of    the    com- 
pany.    The  application  wa»  adjourned 
until  next  Monday  week,  when  It  will 
be    resumed   before   Mr.   Justice   Mac- 
donald,    sitting    in    Vancouver.

CANDIDATES  TALK 


Oliver  Administration  Branded 
as  Worst  Political  Machine 
—Suggestion^  Offered  by 
Conservative  Nominees 


A  crowd  that  packed  the  audi- 
torlum  of  tbo  Margaret  Jenkins 
School.  Fairfield,  last  night,  hoard 
three  of  the  ConaervaUve  candldatoe 
doUvor  oonstrucUve  speoeheo  oa  the 
laeuea  ot  tho  campaign.  Mr.  Rom 
Sutherland.  ex-Mayor  Alex  Stewart. 
C:anon  Hinchilffe  and  Mr.  H.  B.  Rob- 
ertson wore  tho  speakera.  and  they 
wore  given  ani  appreciative  hearing; 
the  only  Interruption  enooontored 
being  in  the  form  of  liberal  applause 
at  froQuent  intervals.  Mr.  W.  U.  Bnl- 
lock  Weboter  prooidod. 

Mr.  Sutherland  advanced  his  aug- 
gestlona  for  creation  of  an  industrial 
and  labor  bureau  whose  funcUon  it 
would  be  to  attract  capital  to  British 
Columbia  and  break  down  tho  pre- 
judices which  seem  to  exist  at  present 
In  the  money  markets  of  the  world. 
Mr.  Stewart  assailed  the  manifesto 
of  Premier  Oliver,  declaring  it  to  be 
full  of  misleading  sutements,  and 
told  of  the  neglect  of  municipaUtlea 
which  had  been  one  ot  the  outstand- 
ing blots  Against  the  Oliver  admin- 
istration.   ^ 

Canon  Hinchilffe  said  that  aomo 
agency  was  working  with  a  detormtn- 
ation  to  mislead  the  public  Into  be- 
lieving that  his  allegiance  to  tho  Con- 
servative party  had  oaused  a  broach 
between  him  and  the  returned  sol- 
diers. Until  ho  found  out  who  waa 
behind  this  effort  he  refused  to  bo 
concerned  with  it.  He  knew  that  a 
very  large  secUon  of  the  returned 
men   were   solidly   supporting  him. 

"Mr.  Hart  has  asked  if  I  know  ot 
oertain  dealings  that  took  place  be- 
fore the  war."  said  Canon  Hinchilffe. 
"Perhaps  I  am  not  as  well  acquaint- 
ed with  thom  as  Mr.  Hart  himself, 
for  many  of  these  things  were  done 
over  during  the  war  years,  and  I 
hapiMned  to  be  In  France." 

Mr.  H.  B.  Robertson,  who  was  the 
first  speaker,  alluded  to  three  separ- 
ate cases  of  litigation  tor  which  the 
Oliver  Government  was  claiming 
credit  for  success  without  Justifica- 
tion. The  Spanish  Banks  oase,  he 
pointed  out,  had  been  sUrted  long 
before  the  present  Government  took 
office.  The  result  had  been  held  up 
by  the  Privy  Council  owing  to  the 
war.  The  coal  rights  dispute  was 
settled  not  because  of  the  sagacity  of 
Mr.  Farrls,  but  because  of  the  clever 
legislation  framed  by  Mr.  Bowser 
which  protected  the  interests  of  the 
Province. 

He  referred  to  the  manifesto  state- 
ment of  the  Premier  to  the  effect  that 
legislation  originated  in  the  Legisla- 
ture and  until  the  Legislature  had 
convened  it  would  be  impossible  to 
<Uaft  a  liquor  control  policy.  He 
countered  this  with  the  amertlon  that 
government  policy  was  worked  out 
in  caucus,  and  that  if  the  Libera! 
Government  Aad  sufllclent  courage  li 
would  draft  lu  programme  now  In- 
stead of  wjtlting.  In  reality,  it  was 
simply  playing  the  safe  game,  not  ■ 
daring  to  antagonize  certain  votes  by^ 
an  early  and  deflnite  statement  of 
policy. 

Tho  "Paokod"  ConvenUon 
Mr.  Sutherland  alluded  to  some  of 
the  Insinuations  concerning  him  that 
had  been  voiced  by  his  opponents, 
including  the  remark  by  Hon.  John 
Hart  that  he  had  been  busy  explain- 
ing about  how  he  "packed"  the  Con- 
servative convention  by  providing 
ears.  Mr.  Sutherland  denied  having 
had  anything  to  do  with  the  oonven- 
tlon  other  than  to  attend  It  himself. 
For  Mr.  Hart's  personal  information 
he  would  add  that  he  had  ridden  to 
the  convention  on  the  street  car. 

"The  only  reference  I  ever  made 
to  Mr.  Hart,"  said  Mr.  Sutherland, 
"was  when  I  spoke  of  the  stress  dur- 
ing the  war  when  reinforcements 
were  the  imperative  need  of  the  Em- 
pire. I  asked  then  what  the  Liberal 
Government  had  done  to  help.  I 
have  so  far  got  no  answer.     It  is  a

Mr.  Sutherland  said  that  he  failed 
to  see  constructive  legislation  relative 
to  industrial  development  as  part  of 
the  Liberal  record,  and  he  said  that 
if  elected  he  would  work  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  bureau  of  Industry 
and  labor  to  pass  upon  schemes  sub- 
mitted by  private  enterprise  so  that' 
the  Government  might  refer  them  to 
Eastern  and  Old  Country  capital  with 
Its  official  rooommendation.  The  bu- 
reau would  also  work  for  securing  a 
fuller  co-op4i»tloq  between  labor  and 
capital. 

He  said  that  his  record  during  the . 
war  apoko  for  Itself  in  giving  assur- 
ance of  his  eymiMithy  with  the  re- 
turned soldier.  He  appealed  to  the 
electorate  not  as  a  politician,  but  as  a 
private  citizen  prepared  to  do  his  best 
for  tho  general  good. 

"Thusiih  the  Mad^pe" 

"There  never  was  suoh  a  political 
machine  In  operation  in  British 
Columbia  aa  the  Oliver  organisation 
bait  been,"  declared  Mr.  Stewart,  re- 
calling the  old  war  cry  of  the  Lib- 
erals in  1911  to  "smash  the  machine." 
He  stated  that  the  machine  was 
"bossed"  from  headquarters  In  Van- 
couver, but  that  its  influence  was 
felt  all  through  the  Province. 

Mr.  SUwart  said  that  Mr.  011ver^B 
election  manifesto  was  simply  a 
wholehearted  attempt  to  fool  the 
public,  and  he  outlined  how  the  Lib- 
eral Government  had.  monopolized 
revenue  rightfully  belonging  to  the 
municipalities  to  build  up  an  artlfleial 
prosperity.  Ho  instanced  the  case  of 
the  Are  Insurance  tax.  whioh  once 
added  176.000  to  the  city  of  Victoria's 
revenue.  The  tax  had  been  made  law 
In  order  to  assist  financing  of  the 
^lunicipal  fire  departments,  yet  now 
the  Provincial  Oovernment  absorbed 
all  of  it. 

"Mr.  Oliver  talked  to  manicipal 
delegates  the  other  day  and  wouldn't 
promtoe  anything,"  said  Mr.  Stewart. 
"Over  in  Vancouver,  Mr.  Farris 
promised  $260,000.  but  that  Is  an- 
other election  over  there  and  Farris 
Is  tryln  to  save  his  scalp.  The  only 
trouble  Is  that  it  is  Mr.  bUver's  word 
that  goes,  and  not  Mr.  Farris*.  Oliver 
plays  the  music  and  his  mlnlstera 
have  got  to  dance  to  it  or  get  off 
the   stage." 

Mr.  Stewart  orltlolsed  the  Liberal 
Government's  method  of  securing 
loans  and  said  that  owing  to  the  ex- 
change rate.  Britsh  Columbia  would 
have  to  pay  a  heavy  premium  on  the 
bonds  recently  sold  In  Seattle.  "We 
shouldn't  give  away  our  asseta  like 
that,"  declared  Mr.  Stewart.  'This 
Province  raised  IS6.000.000  for  the 
Victory  Loan.  If  It  oan  put  up  that 
much,  ft  sbOQld  be  given  a  chance 
to  keep  the  money  at  home  when  the 
opportunity  arlsea." 


The  two  planks  In  Mr.  Oliver's  plat- 
form appeared  to  be,  "Bowser  and 
the  P.G.E.",  said  Mr.  Stewart,  amid 
laughter,  and  he  wtnt  on  to  tell  about 
the  p.G.E.  insurance,  of  which  he 
said  the  firm  of  Gillespie,  Hart  A 
Todd  received  93,241,070.  even  though 
Its  tender  was  not  the  lowest  "If  I 
wua  Mr.  Hart  1  would  have  played 
the  part  of  Caesar's  wife  in  that  case 
and  tried  to  keep  above  suspicion.  I 
wouldn't  have  touched  the  Insurance 
at  any  price." 

WQl  Fight  Fairly 
— "fleme  people  have  told  me- that  I 
cannot  hope  to  win  this  election  un- 
less I  stoop  aa  low  aa  my  opponent. 
but  if  that  is  the  truth.  I've  lost  al- 
ready," Said  Canon  Hinchilffe^  "Un- 
true  stamments  have  been  made 
about  mc,  wrapped  up  in  truths  so 
that  it  is  hard  to  separate  the  truth 
from  the  untruth.  Let  nie  say  that 
the  interview  with  returned  soldiers, 
about  wbloh  there  has  been  so  muob 
insinuation  in  tho  Liberal  paper,  was 
arranged  by  myself  at  my  own  In- 
itiative. Statements  to  the  effect  that 
I  was  enticed  and  Intimidated  to  state 
my  poelUoa  to  thf  returned  soldier* 
as  to  why  1>  have  allied  myself  with 
the  Conservatives  are  simply  ab« 
surd." 

Canon  Hinchilffe  said  he  did  not 
think  the  returned  men  had  been 
fairly  treated  by  the  Oliver  Govern- 
ment. The  only  quick  relief  the  sol- 
diers had  ever  reoelvod  from  it  waa 
when  thdy  paraded  to  the  Parlia- 
ment Buildings  and  asked  for  action 
within  twenty-four  hour*.  They  got 
it.  "Do  you  think  It  Is  fair  tor  the 
Government  to  claim  the  credit 
under  such  circumstanceat"  he  asked. 
"Suppose  I  was  held  up  at  the  point 
of  a  gun  and  my  watch  was  taken 
from  me.  I  might  as  well  go  about 
shouting  that  I  had  been  very  gen- 
erous and  had  given  away  my  watch. 

"Ninety  per  cent,  more  than  that, 
of  the  returned  men  are  honestly  try- 
ing to  get  back  again  and  be  mem- 
bers of  the  community."  he  went  on. 
"Some  of  them  are  under  diffloultles 
that  one  can't  readily  appreciate. 
They  need  assistance,  and  I  think  the 
Qnvernmpnt  would  have  done  the 
wiser  thing  had  It  saved  the  exponas 
of  a  retertndum  on  Government  con- 
trol and  spent  the  Aonejr  to  get  some 
of  these  deeerving  men  started  la 
business.  -  '  ,"  ' 

"As  to  my  allegiance  to  the  Con- 
servative party,  let  me  repeat  this: 
I  have  another  allegiance  to  truth 
and  right  and  Justice  and  this  allegi- 
ance binds  me  more  strongly  than 
the  other.  It  I  disagree  with  the 
party  on  some  matter  of  Important 
principle.  It  la  then  that  we  part 
company."

'  Owing  to  tiie  recent  Illness  of  His 
Honor,  the  LJeutenant^-Governor/was 
Onable  to  attend  the  gathering  which 
was  opened  shortly  after  3  o'clock  by 
Mr.  George  Uushby,  in  the  chair, 
while  the  regent  of  the  chapter,  Mrs. 
R.  B.  McMlcklng.  presided.  No  more 
fltUng  hall  could  have  b««n  chosen 
than  the  Provincial  Library  filled,  as 
it  is,  with  busts,  portraits  and  <rocu- 
ments  of  th^  pioneers  who  had  braved 
Immense  perils,  endured  hardships  of 
every  kind  to  found  the  Crown  Colony 
which,  as  the  Province  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, is  now  the  largest  of  the  Do- 
minion. Klve  standard  bearers  ,^n->, 
tered  the.  large  hall  which  was  fllled 
to  capacity  with  members  of  the 
chapter,  and  members  of  the  com- 
i^unlty  whose  ancestors  had  taken  an 
active  part  in  the  life  of  the  early 
days  of  the  colony. 

A  bust  of  the  late  Sir  Jame*  Doug- 
las liolda  a  prominent  position  xm»x 
the  bay  windows  of  the  hall,  and  it 
was  here  that  the  standard  bearers 
draped  their  Union  Jacks  throughout 
the  ceremony. 

Following  the  short  opening  ad- 
dress of  the  chairman  the  following 
copy  of  a  letter  published  in  The  Vis- 
torla  Gazette  of  that  tlipe  was  read. 
The  letter  had  been  forwarded  by 
Judge  Howay,  who,  in  explaining  that 
he  would  be  unable  \.&  t>e  present 
yesterday  enclosed  the  copy,  stating 
that  although  the  name  of  the  writer 
was  unknown  the  communication 
should  prove  Interesting,  as  it  was 
evidently  written  contemporaneously 
with  the  events  themselves: 

"New  Fort  Langley,  20th  Nov.  1858. 

"Editors  Gazette — Yesterday,  the 
birthday  of  Britsh  Columbia,  was 
ushered  In  by  a  steady  rain,  which 
continued  pcrseveringly  throughout 
the  whole  day,  and  in  a  great  meas- 
ure marred  the  solemnity  of  the  proc- 
lamation of  the  colony.  His  Excel- 
lency Gov.  Douglas,  with  a  suite  com- 
prising Rear- Admiral  Baynes  (com- 
manding the  naval  forces  on  the' Pa- 
cific station),  Mr.  Cameron,  the  re- 
spected Chief  Justice  of  Vancouver 
Island;    Mr.    Begbie.    the    newly     ap- 

3 tinted  Judge  of  British  Columbia; 
r.  LIr,  and  others,  proceeded  on 
board  H.M.  sloop  Satellite,  Capt.  Pro- 
vost, on  Wednesday  morning  by  the 
Canal  de  Haro  to  Point  Roberts, 
where  His  Excellency,  remained  dur- 
ing the  night.  On  T^hursday  morning 
His  Excellency  and  suite  were  con- 
veyed by  the  Hudson  Bay  Company's 
screw  steamer  Otter  to  the  company's 
steamship  Beaver,  which  was  lying* 
moored  within  the  mouth  of  Fraser 
River.  Both  vessels  then  proceeded 
In  company  as  far  as  Old  Fort  Lang- 
ley,  where  the  Otter  disembarked  a 
party  of  eighteen  sappers  under  the 
command  of  Capt.  Parsons,  who  im- 
mediately emt>arked  on  the  Recovery 
revenue  cutter.  Joining  th^commarid 
of  Capt.  Grant,  R.B.. .  who  had  pre- 
viously reached  this  spot  with,  a  party 
of  the  same  corps.  Both  these  gallant 
ofllcers  have  recently  arrived  from 
England  with  smsll  parties  of  men  un- 
der their  command.  The  Beaver  then 
proceeded  with  His  Excellency  aboard 
to  New  Fort  Langley.  where  prepara- 
tions were  made  for  the  ceremonial 
of  the*"  following  day. 

"On  Friday  morning,  the  l»th  Inst., 
Ills  Excellency,  accompanied  by  his 
suite,  and  received  by  a  guard'  of 
honor  commanded  by  Capt.  Grant, 
disembarked  on  the  wet.  loamy  bank 
under  the  fort,  and  the  procession 
proceeded^  up  the  steep  bank  which 
le^ds  to  the  palisade.  Arrived  there, 
a  salute  of  18  guns  commenced  peal- 
ing from  the  Beaver,  awakening  all 
the  echoes  of  the  opposite  mountalna 
In  another  moment  the  ^aji  of  Belt- 
sy wa»  floaUng,-  or  to  speak  the 
truth,  dripping  over  the  principal  en- 
trance. Owing  to  the  unpropltlous 
state  of  the  weather,  the  meeting 
which  was  intended  to  have  been  held 
In  the  open  air,  was  convened  in  the 
large  room  at  the  principal  building. 
About  100  persons  were  present. 

"The    ceremonies   were   commenced 
by    HIS    Excellency      addressing      Mr. 
Begbie.   and   delivering   to    him     Her 
Majesty's   commission      as   Judge      In 
the  Colony  of  Britsh  Columbia.      Mr. 
Begbie  then  took  the  oath  of  allegi- 
ance, and  the  usual  oaths  on  taking 
office,   and   then,   addressing   His   Ex- 
cellency, took  up  Her  Majesty's  com- 
mission appointing  the  Governor,  and 
proceeded  to  read  It  at  length,      ti^. 
Begbie  then  administered  to  Governor 
Douglas  the  usual  oath*  of  office,  viz.: 
Allegiance,  abjuration,  etc.     His  Ex- 
cellency being     thus     duly  appointed 
and  sworn  in,  proceeded  to  Issue  the 
proclamations  af  the  same  date  (19th 
Inat.).  viz.:  One  proclaiming  the  act, 
a  second  indemnifying  all  the  officers 
of  the  Government  from  anjb  Irregu- 
larltee  which  may  have  been  commit- 
ted in  the  Interval  before  the  procla- 
mation of  the  act,  and  a  third  pro- 
claiming English  law  to  be  the  law  of 
the  colony.     The  reading  of  these  was 
preceded  by   His  Excellency's  procla- 
mation of  the  Xrd  insc.  setting  forth 
the  revocation  by  Her  Maesty  of  all 
the  exclusive  privileges  of     the  Had- 
son^'s  Bay  Company.    The  proceedings 
then  terminated.    On  leaving  the  fort, 
which    His  ElxoMlcncy  did   not  Anally 
do  until  today,  another     salute  of  17 
guns  was  flred  from  the  battlements, 
with    even    grander   ctfect   than     Um 
salute  o^  the  prevlefas  day. 

"On  leaving  rfha  river  side,  in  front 
of  the  town,  a  naoiKer  of  the  inhabi- 
UnU  were  aaseaMed  with  whom  Hto 
Bfcellency  entersd  Into  eonversatloa 
inrovious  to  embarking  on  board  tha 
Baavar.  and  by  whom  he  was  loudly 
ah— rsd  In  vsry  good  style  as  he  was 
oa  hla  way  to  Uie  steamer. 
"Signed.

sopie  gold  >that  had  been  brought 
down  the  river  by  the  H.  B.  C.  ex- 
press. There  was  a  great  deal  of 
curiosity  aroused  over  it.  Not  one  of 
those  In  the  fort  had  ever  seen  gold, 
although,  of  course,  they  knew  well 
enough  about  It  as  a  metal  and  had 
also  heard  about  it  being  discovered 
In  Britsh  Columbia.  There  was  a 
good  deal  of  speculation  as  to  Its 
value,  and  as  I  recollect  It,  the  trader 
would  not  take  It  In  exchange  for 
gopds  until  he  had  learned  more 
about  it.  The  same  thing  occurred  at 
Kamloops.  There  happened  to  be 
two  men  there  who  had  come  down 
with-  the  express  from  Kamloops  and 
after  examining  the  specimens  stated 
that  there  were  lots  of  the  same  kind 
of  stuff  In  New  Caledonia.  They  said 
that  in  going  through  a  canyon  of 
some  river  through  which  their' route 
led  they  had  seen  great  boulders  of  it, 
and  they  were  quite  certain  that  they 
could  go  right  back  to  the  exact  spot 
and  And  It.  Whatever  they  did  about 
it  is  not  known;  but  undoubtedly  what 
they  had  seen,  for  there  wks  no  rea- 
son to  doubt  their  statements,  were 
blocks  or  large  pieces  of  copper  py- 
rites float,  which,  as  you  know,  looks 
very  much  like  gold  in  its  native 
state,  and  in  old  times  used  to  be 
called  'fool's  gold.'  As  children,  I  re- 
member we  used  to  look  for  it  In  the 
river  sands  and  imagine  ourselves 
rich  when  we  found  it  in  scales.  .  ." 
The  letter  then  continues: 
"I  read  in  The  Colonist  a  little  time 
ago  about  a  ^islt  of  Warren  Lambert, 
of  Chatham,  Ont.,  to  Victoria.  He  is 
a  very  old  friend  of  mine.  He 
worked  in  the  early  dqys  on  The 
Chronicle  and  Colonist,  about  Munro 
Miller's  time,  and  he  and  a  man 
named  Allen,  or  Allan,  started  The 
Cariboo  Sentinel.  They  packed  the 
plant  on  their  back  from  Quesnel  to 
Barkervllle.  The  Sentinel  was  a  lit- 
tle four-page  paper  which  sold  for  a 
dollar  a  copy,  and  inserted  no  adver- 
tisement, however  small,  for  less  than 
$5  per  Insertion,  and  they  had  the 
saipe  excuse  as  the  dealers-  of  today, 
the  price  of  labor  and  material  was 
high  and  there  was  little  money  in  It 
at  that,  as  In  their  case  the  turnover 
was  not  enormoua  As  you  know,  it 
contained  'Sawney's  Letters  Hame.' 
Mr.  Holloway  afterwards  ran  it,  and 
among  the  editors  or  writers  for  it 
were  J.  S.  Thompson  and  Wallaoe  or 
Walls.  I  forget  which.  Curiously 
enough,  when  I  started  out  for  Brit- 
ish Columbia  In  1888  from  Chatham. 
I  brought  the  only  file  of  the  paper 
extant.  Two  volumes  for  f864  and 
1865,  I  think,  were  given  to  me  by 
Lambert  himself,  and.  afterwarda, 
when  I  started  tho  Provincial  LibKary 
I  handed  it  over,  and  there  It  reposes." 
In  conclusion  Mr.  Gosnell  writes: 
"Every  once  in  a  while  In  The  Col- 
onist I  see  another  link  with  the  past 
In  the  person  of  an  oldtlmer  gone. 
The  grandest  of  them  all  was  my  old 
friend  Dr.  -Helmcken,  whose  death  I 
read  of  with  deep  personal  sorrow. 
When  I  first  went  to  British  Columbia 
the  old  guard  was  still  strong  in  num- 
bers.    Now,  it  is  almost  extinct. 

"When    I    read    of   Dr.    Helmcken's 
death,    a    pathetic  .    story    of      Paris, 
France,  was  brought  to  my  mind,  one 
I  had  read  somewhere  years  ago.  There 
was  a  company  of  One  Hundred  made 
up  of  members  of  the     old     French 
school,  of  pre-lj^apoleonlc     days,  who 
wished   to   preserve   Intact  the   tradi- 
tions of  their  own  time.     It  was  their 
custom  to  meet  once  a  year  and  dine 
en   regie,   as  had   been   their  wont  in 
better   da>'8,   in    the  days   when   cour- 
tiers lived.     On  these  occasions     one 
hundred   covers   were   laid.      As   time 
went  on  one  by  one  of  that  company 
passed  away,  but  the  dinners  contin- 
ued,   and   one  hundred   covers     were 
al'i^ays  laid,  the  places  of  the  depart- 
ed   being   draped    out    of   respect      to 
their  memory.     And   by  and   by,  only 
the  president  of_ihat  charming  com- 
pany  of   choice   spirits  was   left,   and 
on  the  evening  of  the  annual  occaiilon 
he  went  as  u«ua)  ip  state  to  dino.  The 
hundred  covers  were  all  laid,  and  the 
draped  seats  were  all  there.     He  tot- 
tered   to    the   seat    of   honor   through 
that  sad,  shadowy,  hall,  and  took  his 
allotted  place.     He  sat  for  some  time 
as  if  In  a  dream  In  which  all  the  old 
faces  were  smiling  their  welcome  to 
hira  from  their  old  seats,  and  then  he 
bowed  his  head  and  rested  it  on  his 
hands     on  the  table.     When  a     little 
later  the  attendants  at  the  appointed 
hour  nied   in  to  serve  the  repast   his 
head   was  still   bowed.     He,  ^too.   had 
passed  to  shadow  land,  the  last  of  his 
noble  company  of  One  Hundred.     Dr. 
Helmcken    seemed      to    be    that    old 
white-haired  grand  selgnor  to  ma. 
"My  kind  remembrances  to  all, 
"Yours  most  sincerely.

After   reading   the    foregoing   letter, 
Mfi  Forsyth  spoke  of  the  good  work 
carried  on  by  the  late  Mr.  SchoAeld. 
his     predecessor     in     office,   and    re- 
marked that  It  was  only  through  tne 
co-operation  of  all   that  the  work   he 
Is  now   undertaking  at  the   buildings 
could     be     carried     out    suecesafully, 
covering  as  it  does  such  a  wide  field.

Bob  Brown  Admits  "Talking 
Up"  the  Matter  But  Says 
Nothing  Deffinite  H^  Been* 
Decided  ■'^^ 


VANCOUVER.  Nov,  10.— Frank 
Patrick,  uMident  of  the  Pacifio 
Coast  Hockey  Aaaoclation,  today  ex- 
ploded another  bomb  In  the  Alberta 
Bis  Four  camp.  "Ifa  up  to  Patrick 
to  make  the  next  move,"  declared 
Calsary  inUnaU  when  t^e  Attorney- 
Oeneral  of  Alberta  and  the  Alberta 
sovernors  of  the  A.A.U.  of  C.  flatly 
refused  to  Investisate  Patrick's 
charirea  of  professionalism  against 
the  amateur  league  of  the  Prairie 
Province.  Today- the  Coast  magrnate 
made  his  move. 

Enclosed  In  a  letter  addressed  to 
The  Calsary  Herald  is  a  chet^tfe  for 
tl.OOO  which  the  Coast  noan  Instructs 
the  publishers  to  turn  over  to  any 
charitable  InstltuUon  In  Alberta  if  he 
falls  to  substantiate  Qharges  that  at 
'*^  least  ten  players  received  money  for 
their  services  in  the  Alberta  Amateur 
I^ea^ue  last  season^  The  only  stipula- 
tions Patrick  makes  axe  that  th* 
Investlffatlon  must  be  conducted 
ahmj-  the  Hnes  of  a^todlclal  Inquiry^ 
evidence  taken  under  oath,  and  that 
the  investigation  must  start  before 
December  0. 

In    a    written     statement     Patrick 
•ajrsr 

"I  have  reoeHked  a  letter  from  the 
Attorney-General  of  Alberta,  in  which 
he  states  that  he  does  not  propose  to 
take  any  action  on  the  charges  that  I 
made  to  him  concerning  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Big  Four  Hockey  League. 
In  SeU-Dcfenoe- 
"I  doQbt  if  he  reaUzes  that  this  s 
a  matter  of  serious  public  import. 
Us  makes  the  astounding  deduction 
that  I  am  Interested  from  selfish  mo- 
tives when  my  letter  clearly  intimates 
that  this  is  the  only  reason  I  ad- 
vance. I  am  free  to  state  that  my 
motlv«  is  self-protection  and  essen- 
tially selfish,  and  at  the  same  time  I 
am  acting  for  an  association  that  has 
In  the  past  furnished  thrilling  sport 
to  thousands  of  Coast  people,  and 
.which  «xp«cts  to  continue  to  do  bo 
irrespective  of  any  activities  of  Alber-« 
ta  hockey  officials. 

"Both  Calgary  newspapers  In  their 
editorial  columns  supported  the  ^idea 
of  a  proper  Investigation  and  clean- 
up of  the  whol^  situation,  hence  my 
letter  to  one  of  them  urging  them  to^ 
press  for  a  Judicial  ^ivestlgatlon.  the 
only  kind  that  would  have  a  legal 
status.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Attorney-General,  although  far  from 
being  in  a  receptive  state  of  mind, 
might  be  prevailed  up«n  to  h^x  if 
proper  representatiofi,  emana'ting 
from  within  the  Province  of  Alberta. 
Is  made  tq  him.  He  resfnts  outside 
meddling  and  states  the  affairs  of  the 
Province  are  In  ezoellent  "hands., 
namely,  his  own.

at  Bakers  Bay.  a  portage  of  fourteen 
miles  brought  McMillan  and  his  party 
to  the  Pacinc  Ocean,  north  of  Cape 
Disappointment.  They  then  followed 
the  coast  to  the  mouth  of  Grays  Har- 
bor and  ascended  the  Chehalis  River, 
and  crossing  the  hea.d  waters  of  that 
stream  In  due  course  reached  Puget 
Sound.  Mr.  John  Work's  Interesting 
account  from  his  diary  has  this  to 
say:  'The  expedition,  after  leaving 
Mud  Bay,  the  northwestern  exteiwlon 
of  Boundary  Bay.  followed  the  Niko- 
meckle  River  to  a  little  stream;  then 
a  long  portage  of  four  iind  a^HSir 
miles,    over   Langley    Prairie,    brought 

I  the  men  to  the  Salmon  River,  which 
was    followed    to    the    point   where    it 

'  empties  into  the  Fraser,  not  far  from 
Old  Fort  Langley.  Three  years  later, 
in  1827,  Fort  Langley  was  built,  near, 
the  point  at  which  McMillan  and  hts 
party  turned  back  In  1824.  Opposite 
Fort  Langley  Is  McMllUn   Island.' 

"The  cannon  which  was  placed  by 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  is  nt 
the  Indian  reserve  at  Mission,  and 
should  be  obtained  by  the  Lady 
Douglas  Chapter,  and  restored  to  ine 
Bastion  when  rebuilt,  I  trust  In  the 
near  future.  To  rebuild  the  Bastion 
a(  Fort  langley  I  would  suggest 
ought  to  be  undertaken  Jointly  with 
the  Provincial  and  Dominion  Goverii- 
ment.  This  is  something  which  should 
bo  attended  to  by  the  native  sons 
forthwith."  said  Mr.  Jardlne  in  con- 
cluding. 

Preserving  Fast  Records 

Short  addressee  were  then  given  by 
Ih^ee  sons  of  former  legislators, 
namely,  Mr.  Lindley  Crease,  Mr.  V.  B. 
Pemberton  and  Stuart  Tates.  Mr. 
James  Anderson  and  Mr.  Wales  also 
spoke  briefly.  > 

Mr.  Crease.  -  after  touching  on  the 
solemnity  of  the  occasion  and  the  de- 
sirability of  keeping  in  touch  with 
the  great  pioneers,  recounted  the 
early    history    of    the    country,    going 


back  a«  far  aa  tlM  charter  from  the 
Crown  to  the  Hudson's  Bay  In  \%X%. 
Many  Uttle  episcodes  and  evenU  w^ 
spoken  of  by  Mr.  Crease,  who  re- 
called the  notiMM  on  the  oak  trees 
,  near  the  postoffloa  declaring  the 
Island  now  open  for  colonisation  for 
British  subjects.  The  first  procl%- 
maUon  for  the  first  House  of  Aaem- 
bly  was  also  touched  upon  and  the, 
ensuing  events,  remailiing  that 
strangely  enou^  the  problems  of 
roads,  school  and  licenses  which  had 
worried  the  early  politicians  was  still 
occupying  a  foremost  place  In  tha 
politics   of   today.' 

Mr.  F.  B.  Pemberton  waa  the  next 
speaker,  and  after  commenting  on  the 
wonderful  work  of  the  chapter  in 
organising  the  event.'  continued  by 
suggesting  preser\lng  of  old  land 
marks  and  the  names  of  various 
streets,  such  as  Cook.  Blanshard. 
Pandora,  etc.,  which  mean  so  much 
to  the  old-timers  and  should  not  be 
disposed  of  by  new  comers  to  this 
city.  Also  a  book  containing  anec- 
dotes could  be  founded  as  a  nucleus 
to  preserve  the  memory  of  the  early 
piqpeers  .who  did  such  magnificent 
work. 

Mr.  J.  ^tuart  Tates  then  addressed 
the  assemblage,  saying  that  the  pres- 
ent generation  would  do  well  to  take 
the  good  lessons  of  the  past  to  guide 
the  future  destinies  of  the  commun- 
ity. Mr.  Anderson  and  Mr.  Wales 
gave  very  Instructive  speeches  and 
nnally  the  meeting  was  brought  td  a 
close  after  first  passing  a  vote  of 
thanks,  which  was  moved  by  Mrs  R. 
B.  McMlcking  and  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Schofietd  to  Mr.  Bushby,  as  chair 
man;  to  the  Provincial  Government, 
for  the  use  of  the  room,  and  to  Mrs. 
Forsyth  for  the  kind  assistance  ren- 
de wd  Kq  the  .chapter.

L'Estrange  Maloi^e,  Liberal  member 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  who  was 
arrested  in  Dublin  on  November  10 
for  alleged  seditious'  utterances,  was 
today  sentenced  to  six  months'  Im- 
prisonment. 

There  were  loud  cries  of  "shame," 
from  Malone  sympathizers  in  court 
when  thf  sentence  was  pronounced. 
Two  surety  bonds  of  a  thousand, 
pounds  each  were  demanded  pending 
an  appeal  from  Ihe  Judgment  of  the 
court  Prior  to  the  sentence,  Malone 
declared  through  his  attorney  that  he 
withdrew  nothing  and  apologized  for 
nothlns  in  hie  Albert  Hall  speech, 
and  was  wUllng  to  stand  trial.  The 
trial  has<  caused  a  sensation  in  Eng- 
land because  of  Malone's  position  as 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Commons 
and  hlB  notable  war  record.

Captain  Bruce  Baimsfather.  who  is 
to  lecture  at  the  Royal  Victoria  on 
the  25th  on  "Old  Bill,  Me  and  the 
income  .Tax,"  started  his  art  career 
as  a  designer  of  advertlaing-  posters. 
"Through  his  early  efforts  at  this," 
says  his  biographer,  W.  A.  Mutch, 
"the  sale  of  several  brands  of  to- 
bacco, tea.  mustard,  pills,  cocoa,  face 
creams  and  dog  biscuits  were  ma- 
terially Increased. 

"The  first  poster  Baimsfather  sold 
was  an  advertisement  for^  Player's 
Tobacco.  This  picture  was  drawn  at 
a  period  whet)  "T^e  Ocrsha"  and 
"St^n  Toy"  and  various  other  musical 
comedies,  giving  a  rose-colored  pic- 
ture of  life  in  the  FaV  Bast,  were  the 
rage  of  the  British  stage.  Therefoi'e, 
there  appeared  on  the  boardings  a 
huge  poster  of  a  particularly  fasci- 
nating row  of  Chinamen  all  smoking 
Plsyer's  cigarettes  ^ith  the  Srords: 
"  'For  they  smoke  it  in  the  wect 

Where  it's  reckoned  quite  the  best. 
And    you    see    they've     introduced     it 
Into  China.* 

"This  was  followed  by  an  adver- 
tisement for  Keene's  Mustard — a  pos- 
ter which  represented  a  boy  standing 
on  a  chuir  before  a  huge  map  of  the 
world.  He  had  dipped  his  finger  In 
a  mustard  cruet  and  smeared  a 
broad  line  across  the  map.  Under- 
neath waa  the  inscription:  'One 
touch  of  mustard  makes  the  whole 
world  Keene's.' 

"Now,  feeling  that  ha  ha4  had 
enough  of  tobacco  and  mustard,  he 
proceeded   to  pills. 

"Beecham,  of  that  ilk,  displayed 
several  Baimsfather  posters  showing 
particularly  athletic  nymphs  deco- 
rated with  teeth,  golf  clubs  and  ten- 
nlH  racquets,  and  positively  bursting 
with  health. 

"This  medicinal  duty  fulftlled.  he 
turned  his  attention  to  tea,  and 
through  the  good  services  of  Marie 
Corelll,  who  wrote  to  Sir  Thomas  Lip- 
ton  on  his  behalf,  he  was  able  to  get 
an  interview  in  London,  pnd  as  a  re- 
sult was  sent  home  to  draw  sugges-

OF  MR.  M.  A.  ORFORD 

Prluclpleao  of     Farnier-8oldler>Labor 

Candidate  Bxponnded  to  Aadl- 

eaoe  In  Saanlch 


Tolmle  ^bool  was  crowded  tp  its 
utmost  capacity.  In  spite  of  counter 
attractions  Iq  the  shape  of  a  social 
at  St.  Mark's  Hall  In  the  very  near 
vicinity,  to  hear  the  candidate  for 
Saanlch  speak  on  and  explain  the 
Farmer-Sdldler-La^or  platform. 

Mr.  T.  N.  Hibben,  Jr.,  was  in  the 
chair.  He  said  he  had  great  plea- 
sure in  introducing  Mr.  M.  A.  Or- 
ford  as  the  candidate  for  Saanlch  In 
the  forthcoming  Provincial  Parlia- 
mentary  election. 

The  first  speaker  was  J.  Dakers, 
one  of  the  "Big  Four,"  pledged  to 
the  support  of  the  same  platform  as 
M.  A.  Orford.  He  spoke  at  length 
on  the  Banking  Act,  health  and  un- 
emi)Ioyment.  Insurance  Act,  poll  tax. 
Old  Age  Pension  Act,  materniXy 
benefits  and  many  other  propoaed 
ineaattreo  fdr  the  aHevlaUOn  of  thd 
present  most  unsatisfactory  condi- 
tions. 

The  second  speaker  was  ^H.  8. 
Webb.  Mr.  Webb  said  he  com- 
plained about  the  faulty  legislation 
which  had  not  been  remedied  by  the 
late  government,  and  also  said  that 
Mr.  F.  Pauline's  attitude  in  the 
House  was  one  of  sleepy  indifference 
to  the  needs  of  \he  Province  in  this 
reconstructive  period. 

The  candidate,  Mr.  M.  A.  Orford, 
reviewed  at  some  length  the  criti- 
cisms levelled  at  the  Soldier-liabor- 
Farmer  platform  by  Mr.  Pauline,  the 
Liberal  candidate.  He  explained  In 
detail  many  of  the  various  planka  Inr 
the  Soldier-Labor-Farmer  platform, 
which.  Judging  from  the  applause, 
was  agreeably  acceptable  to  them. 

The  points  covered  by  the  candi- 
date were:  Development  of  iron  and 
steel  industry  such  as  shipbuilding, 
etc.,  which  could  be  brought  about 
by  a  strong  development  of  our  vast 
Provincial  natural  resources  (which 
is  the  baalc  cause  of  Great- .Britain^ 
commercial  supremacy)  and  which  is 
outlined  In  fhe  first  plank  of  the 
platform.  Mr.  Orford  a(}vocated  a 
more  comprehensive  schOme  of  ex- 
tended credits  at  lower  interest  to 
small  farmers.  Mr.  Orford  said: 
"The  Province  in  possessed  of  enor- 
mous water  power.  Legislation  should 
be  enacted  providing  that  the  Gov- 
ernments,  Provincial  and  Federal, 
should  own,  develop  and  operate  all 
water  power  over  which  they  have 
Jurisdiction.  The  power  '  thus  gen- 
erated should  be  supplied  to  all  citi- 
zens at  rates  based  on  cost.  The 
water  power  of  the  Province  created 
by  nature  must  not  be  permitted  to 
pasa  into  private  hands  for  private 
exploitation."  Other  planks  of  the 
platform  were  fully  (>xplained  by  the 
candidate. 

Mr,  C.  H.  Lynch  stated  the  present 
unemployment  and  lack  of  produc- 
tion was  a  great  as.4et  to  the  pro- 
fiteer, and  added  it  was  only  reason- 
able to  expect  that  the  man  who  had 
the  brains  and  the  courage  to  tackle 
and  satisfactorily  help  clean  up  the 
mess  of  war  wsjf  Just  the  mai^  cap- 
able at  this  period  of  raconatruction 
to  bring  into  being  aafe,  aane  and 
clean  legislation  for  the  Province. 
The  meeting  ended  with  the  ainging 
of  God   Save  the   King.

URGES  ADMISSION 
OF  UTE  ENEMIES 


George  Nicoll  Barnes  Declares 
Germany  and  Others  Should 
Be  Members  of  League- 
Predicts  New  War 


GENEVA.  Nov.  19— At  tb*  opening 
of  today's  session  of  th*  aaaembly  ot 
,tb*  League  of  Nations,  Paul  Uymana. 
proeldent,  read  a  reply  from  Preai-s 
dent  Wilson  to  the  meaaage  aent  to 
Waahington  by  the  assembly  on  Moo- 
day. 

George  XClcoll  Barnes,  a  British 
d*legate,  then  took  th*  floor  to  begin 
discussion  of  the  report  of  th*  coun- 
cil of  th*  league. 

Mr.  Barnes  dwelt  especially  on  tbe 
necoasity  of  lending  assistano*  to  tbe 
Armenians.  "They  are,"  he  declared, 
"hemmed  In  by  the  brutal  Bolshevikl 
on  one  side  and  by  Inhuman  beinga 
on  the  other." 

The  labor  chifpter  would  become 
the  most  important  of  the  Treaty  ot 
Versailles.   Mr.   Barnes   predicted. 

"There  can  be  no  permanent  peace 
in  tbe  world:"  he  said,  "until  there 
to  Industrial  peace;  and  there  can  be 
no  Industrial  peace  until  labor  gets 
a  .better  stiare  of  tbe  products  of  iU 
efforts." 

Mr.  Barnes  referred  to  the  action 
of  the  league  lu  the  Polish-Lithuanian 
dispute  and  in  the  question  of  the 
Aland  Islands  between  "Finland  and 
Sweden.  He  said  the  council  must 
have  support,  but  he  wanted  to  know 
why  the  council  had  not  taken  some 
action  as  provided  for  In  Article  11 
of  the  league  convejiant  to  prevent 
the  war  which  had  been  goins  on  for 
a  year  between  'Poland  and  Soviet 
Russia. ' 


The  British  delegate  held  that  It 
was  qtilte  possible  for  the  league  to 
do  something  to  prevent  a  further 
outbreak  of  hostilities  belween  Poland 
and  Soviet  Kussia,  which  he  declared 
was  unmistakably  threatening,  in 
spito  of  the   "patched  up   peace." 

Regarding  the  admission  of  former 
enemy  states,  Mr.  Barnes  sa,ld  he  was 
here  to  represent  the  labor  element 
of  Great  Britain  and  he  knew  the  vast 
majority  of  the  laboring  people  de- 
manded that  all  the  enemy  states  be 
admitted   w^lthout   delay. 

"The  people  of  Great  BriUln  vhom 
I  represent  here,"  he  said,  "do  not 
forget  that  the  Central  Empires 
plunged  the  world  Into  war.  They  do 
not  forget  the  misery  and  devaata- 
tion  caused.  But  the  question  now 
is  to  rescye  the  world  from  ruin,  and 
the  co-operation  of  the  former  enemy 
states  Is  needed.  . 

"What  is  needed  above  all  is 
greater  production  and  the  utmost 
freedom  in  ^business  transactions  be- 
tween different  countries,  and  this  is 
unobtainable  as  long  as  the  world  is 
divided  into  two  camps." 

The  asoembly,  which  customarily 
listens  to  a  speaker  without  manifest- 
ing its  sentiments  until  he  has  fin- 
tohed  his  remarks,  broke  into  general 
^ppladso. 

"Countries  kei>t  otA  from  associa- 
tion with  us  will  form  an  association 
of  their  own,"  the  British  delegate 
added,  "and  we  ahall  return  to  the 
dangerous  pre-war  system  of  alli- 
ance*."

Food,    clothing,    fuel,    hospital    ac- 
commodation,   medical    supplies,    doc- 
tors,   and    nurses    are    badly    needed. 
It  will    be   recalled   that  Just   a   week 
or  so  ago  a  parly  of  Canadian  nurses 
set    out    for    the    Par    East    for   relief 
work  in  one  of  these  great  districts. 
Typhus,    consumption,    smallpox,    and 
other    diseases    are    raging   with    un- 
checked   violence,    and    what    Is    hap- 
pening  In    Europe    may    become    epi- 
demic throughout  the  world   if  relief 
Is  not  taken  in  time.     But  the  direct 
appeal  for  ftie  relief  of  the  suffering 
of  the  little  Ghlldren  should  be  sufB- 
cient      to      arouse      public       opinion  ' 
throughout     all     Christian    countriea. 
Seven  »Ullons    of   the      children      of 
Europe  are  war  orphais. 
-  The   following,   from     The     Times 
may  partly  describe  the  general  con- 
ditions,   having   reference    to    Oallcia: 
"At    present    the    worst    results    of 
typhus  are  conflned  to  Oallela,  where 
the  schools  are  closed,  business  Ig  at 
a    standstill,   and    civic    life    crippled 
The  whole  community  is  faced  witli 
starvation,    whilst    the      absence      of 
clothing  and   drugs   makes  it   impos- 
HiMe  for  the  authorities  to  make  any 
headway  agahtst  the  epidemic.     Here

"Oliver,  who  la  everlasUngly  talk- 
ing of  his  honeAy  of  purpose,  never 
bUnked  an  eye  when  It  came  to 
spending  $100,000  for -political  advan- 
tage," ,  he  asaerted. 

JiuC  "Vat^ 
Describing   Premier  Oliver's  mani- 
festo   M    "a    million      words     kbout 
nothing"    and    pointing    to    the   claim 
therein  set  forth  that  the  present  ad- 
ministration     had      rehabllUted    the 
credit   of   the    Province,    Mr.    Bowser 
asked,  "Who  has  ruined  that  credit?" 
The.  Conservative   Government,   when 
It  left  office  Ih  1916,  left  a  Provincial 
credit  second   to   none  In  Canada.   In 
that  year  It  ^d  borrowed  a  million 
lor  agricultural  credits  in  New  York, 
payable  in  Canada,  at   6.«2   per  cent, 
when   the  war  had    been   under   way 
two  yeara  At  that  time  borrowing  in 
Canada    or    England    waa    prohibited. 
A  week  later.  England  and  France  ef- 
fected   loans   in    the    States   and    had 
to    pay   a    higher    rate.      The   present 
Government   came    Into   office   on   an 
almost    unanimous      verdict      of    the 
people,   a    fact   that   should    have    in- 
uplred    confidence,    and    yet   In   April, 
1918. 'a  loan  cost   It   7   per  cent.   The 
credit    of    British    Columbia    went    to 
pieces,    and    not   since    then    had    the 
Government    been      able      to    borrow 
money  as  low  as  5.62   per  cent,  "nor 
will  they  ever  do  It,  for  they  are  go- 
ing .  out   of  office   at  the   end    of  the 
mon«h,"   declared    Mf.    Bowser,    amid 
applause    and    laughter. 

The  Opposition  leader  declared  that 
muoh  is- being  mada  by  tha  Govern - 
ment  ot  the  fact  that  Its  bonds  were 
recently  sold  at  a  premium  to  Se- 
attle interests.  They  were  taken 
there  and  sold,  not  at  103,  the  '  price 
paid  here,  but  at  93  the  purchasers 
securing  a  rate  of  7  1-2  per  cent  on 
Government  6  per  cent  bonds.  In- 
terest must  b«  paid  In  New  York  as 
well  as  principal,  and  in  doing  so  the 
Government  will  have  to  pay  the  pre- 
vailing rate  of  exchange,  which,  at  a 
mean  rate  of  IQ  per  cent,  will  mean 
the  people  of  the  Province  will  be  ac- 
tually paying  9  1-2  per  cent. 

"And  yfet  we  have  the  Premier  and 
Minister  of  Finance  camouflaging  the 
people  with  their  talk  of  selling  bonds 
at  a  premium. 

Still  Here 
"To  hear  them  you  would  think 
we  left  nothing.  Yet  read  the  pros- 
pectuses for  their  loans  and  you  are 
told  of  the  Immense  •  resourc^es  we 
have.  It's  a  sort  of  'before  and  af- 
ter* taking  proposition. 

CxoeaslTO  Borrowlnga 
"What    have    they    done    with     our 
excellent   credit?     In   less  than     four 
years  they  have  borrowed  $27,800,000. 
In  our  whole  thirteen  years  in  office 
We    expended    $103.000;00«,    ot   wMlch 
$44,000,000  went  into  permanent  and 
needed   public     works,      evidences     of 
which   lie   before     you;   for    Instance, 
our  road  system,  the  best  in  Canada, 
comprising   15,000   miles  of  roads,   9,- 
000    miles,  of   trails,   and  bridges,  etc.

It  cost  the  people 
$18,000  for  tly^t  Prtce  Waterhouso 
audit  and  report,  a  report  never 
tsbled  uiltll  we  demanded  It,  a  re- 
port which  clearly  showed  not  a  dol- 
lar of  the  people's  money  v  had  been 
wrongfully  used.

In  case 
of   difficulties   the   Oovernmeht   must 
come   to   their  assistance,   as   It     had 
done  In  the  case  of  Vancouver.     He 
pointed    to    the    Qovernmenti^  taking 
to    Itself    many   sources   of  ».  revenue 
produced  by  wealth   created  by    the 
niunlclpalUles,  to  the  serious  position 
In  some  munlclpttlltles,  where,  through 
•xcenlve    taxation,    land    la   reverting 
to   the    municipalities,   as  the  owners 
cannot  afford  to  hold  it.

000   was  spent,  and   not  a  single   re- 
turned   man    is    there    now.      He    re- 
ferred     to     the     autocratic   ^owdrs 
possessed    by   the      Land      Settlement 
Board   which,   he  ^  averred.   Is  Colonel 
Davlcs  alone,  and  he  told  of  men  at 
Camp   Lister   who   had   bean   warned 
that   If   their  activities  In  support  of 
Colonel  Lister,     Conservative     candi- 
date there,  and  former  superintendent 
at  that  settlement  area*  were  not  dis- 
continued they  might  find  themselves 
In  trouble. 

ConservaUve  Policy

on  that  basis.  The  balance  of  cost 
which  has  been  sunk  in  the  areas 
we  will  ask  the  people  of  the  Prov- 
ince to  assume,  charglntt  that  amoimt 
ttp^  to  iReempetent  admtalat ration.'

Mr.  Bowser  commented  upon  the 
fine  type  of  Conservative  candidates, 
stating  that  ad  economic  adnalnlstra- 
tlon  win  be  Inaugurated.  He' did  not 
favor  cutting  down  salaries,  but  there 
was  a  horde  of  officials  who  are  not 
needed. 

"Cut  out  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioner,"  cried  one  of  the  audience. 

"Well,  wc  might  easily  get  one  who 
would  be  better,"  replied  Mr.  Ilow- 
eer,  who  said  he  would  favor  re-es- 
tablishing the  agricultural  credit  sys- 
tem Introduced  by  the  late  Govern- 
ment but  Vviped  out  by  the  present. 
Also  he  would  wipe  fi^t  the  reserves 
on  coal.  Iron  and  oil  lands,  asserting 
that  by  tlelng  them  up  the  present 
Government  had  hindered  develop- 
ment and  prevented  the  prospectors 
from   locating  the  natural   wealth. 

On  the  question  of  moderation,  Mr. 
Bowper  declared  or\^  would  have  im- 
agined the  Government,   knowing  the 
vote  had  to  go  one  of  two  ways,  would 
have    been    prepared    with   Its   legisla- 
tion,   that    a   special      session      would 
have   been   summoned   and   legislation 
bringing      Government      control      Into 
effect    would    have    been    passed.      It 
was   the'  duty   of   the   Government   to 
tell  the  people  what  Its  policy  Is.  The 
fact   was  there   Is  a  moderation      bill 
drafted  and  In  the  Attorney-General's 
office,    he    said,    but    the    Government 
did  not  dare  to  present  It  to  the  peo- 
ple   in    this    campaign.      The   Govern- 
ment     claimed      It    has    no    mandate 
from   the   people  as  to   the  nature  of 
that  leglalation  and  says  It -will  leave 
It  to  the  Legislature,     llie  majority  of 
the    people    of    British  Columbia,  Mr. 
Bowser  said,  arc  fair  a.nd  decent  ^nd 
they  want  no  wldo  open  Province  but 
a  decent  one. 

Moderation 

So    far  as   he   and   his   party  wera 
concerned.   If   rettirned   to  power,   the 
mandate    of    the    people    will    be    fol- 
lowed   out.     The    liquor   will   be    pur- 
chased  In  Government  stores.     It  has 
been    said    that    he    would    not    allow 
people   to   drink   in   their  homes.     He 
wondered    where    else      they      should 
drink       It   was    the    one    place    thoy 
should  drink  If  drink  they  must.

Columbia  ports  Is  being  sought  by 
manufacturers  and  shippers  in  Ja- 
maica now  that  reciprocity  with  Can- 
ada  has    been   completed. 

Mr.  P.  R.  Camming.  <^  the  Can- 
adtaA  Suppliers  Company,  Kingston, 
Jamaica,  has  written  to  tha  Vlctprla 
Board  of  Trade,  pointing  out  some 
of  the  factors  that  should  be  consid- 
ered by  the  business  houses  desirous 
of  trading  with  Jamaica  and  outlin- 
ing opportunities  for  improvement  in 
conditions  now  prevalent. 

Mr.  Camming  writes: 

"The  Jamaica  Government  has  Just 
ratified  the  reciprocity  agreement  be- 
tween Canada  and  the  West  Indies 
practically  unanimously. 

"We  are  probably  the  largest  Can- 
adian manufacturers'  agents  In  Ja- 
maica, and  have  been  requested  by 
a  number  of  the  large,  importers  to 
get  in  communication  with  the  sev- 
eral Boards  of  Trade  in  Canada  to' 
have  at  their  next  meeting  brought 
before  the  members  the  following  es- 
sential  points: 

"1..  Shipper  must  pay  particular 
attention  to  shipping  instruetions. 

"2.  Invoices  and  bills  of  lading 
must  be  mailed  in  time  to  reach 
their  customers  before  the  arrival  of 
goods,  otherwise  trouble  is  caused, 
much  to  the  annoyance,  delay  and 
dissatisfaction  of  saverybody.  and  does 
not  help  to  increase  trade. 

"8.  Terms  of  sale  ahoold  be  abso- 
lutely adhered  to.  and.  If  possible,  to 
conform  to  that  of  the  United  States 
shippers  must  usually  give  30  to  90 
days  sight  draft,  documents  to  be  de- 
livered on  acceptance   of   draft.     The

"4.  The  Canadian  QcvemiAent 
Merchant  Marine.  Limited,  of  late. 
haa  had  salilaga  from  Montreal  and 
St.  John.  N.U.  to  Jamaica,  bat  strong 
representation  should .  I>e  made  to 
have  steamers  sail  as  clone  to  schedule 
as  possible — as  it  6  now,  no  depen- 
dence can  be  made  as  to  when  they 
will  sail.  Sometimes  three  or  four 
weeks  after  advertised  date  of  sail- 
ing, thereby  causing  no  end  of 
trouble,  disappointment  and  loss  of 
trade,      i 

"S.  j|(he  Canadian  Qovemment  has 
no  *  trade  commlsBloner  or  commer- 
cial agent  here,  which  is  a  handloap 
to  trade.  The  United  States  Govern- 
ment has  some  eight  vice-consuls  and 
trade  agents  here.  The  writer  is 
practically  regarded  as  the  general 
commercial  agent,  but  is  in  no  way 
connected  with  the  Canadian  Gov- 
ernment, bat  has  had  to  give  consid- 
erable time  to  business  in  the  inter- 
est of  Canadian  manufacturers,  other 
than  those  represented  by  our  com- 
pany— he  has  gladly  given  his  ser- 
vices, and  will  continue  to  do  so.  but 
In  the  interest  of  trade,  the  Canadian 
Government  should  appoint  a  trade 
agent. 

Sbonkl  Speed  up  Service 

"t.  Catalogues  and  parcsl  post- 
Pressure  should  be  brought  to  bear 
on  the  Government  to  have  the  ser- 
vice Improved.  It  takes  sometimes 
two  to  three  months  before  catalogues 
are  received,  except  sent  via  New 
York.  Several  Instances  we  have  lost 
business  by  not   receiving  catalogues. 

"7.  It  Is  very  Important  that  •or- 
ders received  by  shippers  or  manu- 
facturers— the  delivery  promised  on 
acceptance  of  order — ahould  be  lived 
up  to,  and  if  a  delay  is  unavoidable. 
Information  should  be  given,  and  a 
courteous  letter*  written  explaining 
pause. 


"We  are  doing  everything  In  oar 
power  to  Increase  trade  between  Can- 
ada and  Jamaica,  with  considerable 
success,  but  It  is  most  important  that 
'co-operation'    be    the    watchword. 

"The  merchants  are  desirous  of 
trading  with  Canada,  but  manufac- 
turers and  shippers  of  Canada  in  a 
great  many  oases  pay  the  slightest 
attention  to  instructions.  We  were 
called  to  the  ofllce  of  one  of  the 
largest  importers,  and  were  shown  a 
sight  draft  for  |6, 460.26 — they  had 
placed  the  order,  and  wanted  the 
goods,  but  no  invoice  or  bill  of  lading 
received — they  did  not  wish  to  return 
the  draft,  but  had  no  evidence  that 
the  goodi  were  shipped.  The  writer 
called  on  the  bank  and  explained  the 
matter,  and  had  the  draft  held  until 
arrival  of  documents  or  goods.  This 
happens  too  frequent  for  the  promo- 
tion of  trade.."

ITes.  absolutely. 

The  manner  in  which  thfc  members 
Mrlll  do  this  Is  one  'of  the  most  im- 
portant features  of  the  reorganized 
tnd  expanded  Board  of  Trade,  a 
(eature  on  which  Is  based  one  of  the 
ehief  appeals  for  the  support  and  co- 
»p«ration  of  meai  and  women  of  Vic- 
toria. 

In  a  word,  it  is  a  referenduin.  Im- 
Mediately  after  the  completion  of  the 
Intensive  membership  campaign,  a 
eard  will  be  mailed  to  each  member, 
isking  him   two  questions. 

(1)  What  as  a  cltlxen  do  you  think 
Is  the  thing  of  first  importance  for 
:he  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  under- 
:ake  for  the  good  of  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria? 

(3)  Wliat,  In  your  opinion,  is  one 
»f  the  first  things  that  should  be  un- 
flertalcen  by  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce to  improve  conditions  and  op» 
?ortunlties  in  your  own  line  qC  buc' 
mess?  X 

In  securing  answers  to  these  two 
lusstlons,  reliance  will  not  be  placed 
wholly  on  mail  replies.  Group  meet- 
ings will  be  held  to  obtain  from  every 
member  a  candid  and  earnest  ex- 
presvlon  of  opinion  '  or  sugSestlon. 
srhen  all  the  members  have  expressed 
their  preferences,  the  filled  In  cards 
ire  all  sorted  6ut,  like  answers  going 
into  like  piles.

That  it  would  require  a  20,000- 
barrel  daily  capacity,  with  promise  of 
reserves  covering  a  period  of  years  to 
make  it  feasible  to  construct  a  rail- 
road to  Fort  Norman  for  shipment  of 
oil,  is  the  opinion  of  E.  Slipper  of 
the  mining  lands  and  Yukon  branch, 
department  of  interior,  who  lately 
returned  to  Calgary  after  a  visit  to 
the  Peace  River  country  to  make  ar- 
rangements for  the  closing  down  of 
some   wells   that   are    beyond    control. 

Mr.  Slipper  told  The  Calgary  Her- 
ald that  it  was  his  intention  to  make 
a  trip  into  the  Fort  Norman  coun- 
try next  spring  on  an  inspection  tour, 
when  he  will  be  enabled  to  get  first- 
hand information  as  to  what  pros- 
pects are  in  that  country  for  oil.  At 
present  there  is  no  knowledge  as  to 
what  the  capacity  of  the  present  well 
•is,  as  the  Imperial  Oil  Company  have 
the  well  capped,  and  no  test  has  been 
made,    as   there    is   no   tankage   there. 

As  it  is  realized  that  a  large 
capacity  must  be  guaranteed  before  a 
railroad  could  be  financed,  the  com- 
pany there  would  welcome  other  de- 
velopers into  the  field,  not  to  bl.-xnket 
the  country  with  leases.  but  to 
actually  operate  there.  With  a  num- 
ber of  concerns  working  there,  the 
capacity  might  well  be  reached. 
Though  there  has  been  some  talk  of 
using  a  pipe  line  to  convey  the  oil 
to  civilization,  Mr.  Slipper  is  of  the 
opinion  that  this  presents  too  many 
engineering  problems  to  be  feasible. 
In  f.act,  the  difflculticR  would  be  im- 
mense. Topping  plants  might  be  es- 
tablished, but  then  this  would  le.ive 
the  problem  of  the  by-products  to 
be    handled. 

The  Fort  Norman  oil  tests  well.  It 
has  a  gas  test  of  about  j58  degrees 
Baume,  and  gives  approximately  23 
per  cent  gasoline.  The  illuminating 
oils  are  about  40  per  cent  and  the 
balance   is  lubricating  oils. 

In  the  work  to  be  done  in  the 
Peace  River  wells,  the  flow  there  Is 
caused  by  the  water  and  gas,  which 
are  beyond  control.  Drillers  are  now 
getting  wise  to  the  vagaries  of  the 
underworld.  If  the  water  and  gas 
flow  can  be  controlled,  th^f\  the  drill 
can  proceed  downward  to  the  oil 
sands.  The  Peace  River  Petroleum 
Consolidated  are  now  putting  down 
drill  holes  in  a  mannt>r  which  will 
enable  them  to  pass  safely  through 
the  gas  and  water  and  give  them  a 
chance  to  prospect  the  Devonian 
fiirr-'-ition. 

What  has  already  been  found  in 
the  Creataceous  formation  is  pretty 
fair  Indication  that  there  is  oil  in  the 
Devonian  strata.  The  trouble  before 
has  been  with  drillers  plugging  away 
through  the  formations,  with  the  re- 
sult that  no  preparations  have  been 
made  for  the  gas  and  water,  and 
once  started  to  flow,  with  a  pressure 
of  some  700  pounds  behind  it,  is  im- 
possible to  proceed.  Now  special  cas- 
ing will  be  taken  down  and  the 
trouble  safely  passed.  It  will  be  Mr. 
Slipper's  mhMion  to  see  if  the  oil 
sands  already  reached  can  be  made 
productive.  onc«  the  gas  and  water 
are   shut  off. 

BrHiab    Firm's    Offer 

Flashed  across  the  Atlantic  with- 
in a  short  time  of  the  discovery,  news 
of  the  Fort  Norman  oil  strike  has 
evidently  stirred  old  country  trans- 
portation firms  Jo  action,  says  The 
Edmonton  Journal.  Seeing  that  the 
far  north  was  without  railwsy  fac- 
ilities, ai  Liondon  firm  is  evidently 
preparing  to  enter  the   field. 

City  Clerk  Cox  on  Friday  received 
a  cablegram  from  the  Traction  I)e- 
vslopment  Company,  of  London, 
■agland,    which    reads    as    follows: 

"Will  contract  to  move  oil  or  ore 
acroas  prairies  without  laying  rail- 
way, from  ten  cents  per  ton  upwards. 
Starting  transportation  three  months 
from  contract.  Please  advise  par- 
ties reqttirlnir  this  service  and  use  of 
their  sOdresees." 

While  the  cable  does  not  say  so, 
it  ia  aaaumed  by  city  ofllciala  that  the 
eoaapaay  is  interested  In  the  Port 
Norman  field  and  la  preparing  to 
open  the  way  for  further  negotla- 
tlonff.  *

Tho  adage  about  Mahomet  and  the 
Mountain  is  reversed  in  the  case  of 
the  people  of  British  Columbia  and 
their  University:  If  they  cannot  go 
to  the  University,  the  University  ^ill 
come  to  them.

And  In 
order  to  reduce  the  expenses  the  same 
lecturer  may  have  to  give  lectures  at 
more  than  one  point  on  each  trip, 
and  a  tour  must  be  planned  to  suit 
the  general  wishes  of  the  various  lo- 
calities.

trans-Paclfle  trade  under  the  British 
flag,  Mr.  Haines  said. 

While  the  conference  rate  on  lum- 
ber from  North  Pacinc  ports  to  the 
Orient  U  117.60,  the  Japanese  are  of- 
fering to  carry  the  lumber  for  $12, 
Mr.  Haines  said.  In  face  of  a  con- 
ference rate  of  $10  a  ton  pn  flour,  the 
Blue  Funnel  has  announced  a  rate  of 
$7,  according  to  the  Admiral  Line 
Manager. 

Canadian  lines  have  also  suKReoted 
a  rate  of  t7,  he  said,  to  enable  Cana- 
dian flour  to  undersell  the  American 
product  In  the  Orient. 

"The  question,"  said  Mr.  Haines, 
"calls  for    a    decision    as   to   whether 

wa^arA  to  tl«  up  our  boats  and  allow 

the  foreigners  to  carry  all  our  freight. 
It  is  a  national  iMue  In  that  our  de- 
cision in  this  matter  Is  a  decision  on 
whether  we  will  have  an  Americao 
,    merchant  marine. 

"Either  all  competitive  lines  must 
be  in  the  conference  and  must  quote 
the  same  rates,  or  we  shall  have  war 
to  the  knife. 

"We  must  bring  the  foreign  ilnes  to 
our  terms  or  must  meet  theirs.  If  the 
'  British  and  Japanese  liners  are  al- 
lowed to  underquote  un  in  the  trana- 
Paciflo  trade  they  will  get  ull  the 
business.  Just  as  the  British  merchant 
fleet  is  beginning  to  move  all  the 
grain  from  the  Columbia  River  to 
Europe."

IMPROVING  THE  BEE    ' 

Nearly  every  domesrflatsd  animal 
and  cultivated  pllint  has  been  lm.# 
proved  by  selective  breeding.  With 
beea,  however,  not  much  progresa 
has  yet  been  made  bo<iause  of  tha 
great  difficulty  In  isolating  them. 
They  mate  In  tJie  Air  at  some  dis. 
tance  from  tho  hlv«,  and  it  is  known 
that  tho  drone  bae  wMP  By  for  miles 
in  search  of  ths  quoMT boo. 

It  might  be  thought  that  the  busy 
bee  could  hardly  ba  ihiprored.  but 
Canada  contains  varidties  of  solitary 
bees  whose  tireless  Industry  make 
the  honey  bee  appear  dilatory  in  com- 
parison. Besides,  we  know  that 
great  Improvements  await  ths  bso 
breeder,  beoause  some  oolonle*  storo 
much  mors  honey  and  .  aro  less  In- 
clined to  swarm  than  others.  Any 
bee-keeper  would  give  muQh  to  have 
his  apiary  composed  of  sucb  superior 
bees. 

The  Experimental  Farms  Branch 
of  the  Dominion  OovernmcnC  has  for 
some  time  been  conducting  cxporl- 
ments  to  overcome  the  difficulty  of 
the  Isolated  mating  beos.  The  flrst 
sttempt  waa  made  on  a  largs  sandy 
plain  near  Kazubazua.  about  forty 
miles  north  of  OtUwa,  at  a  spot 
where  no  colonies  of  be«a  could  be 
found  within  three  milM;  but  tho 
young  bees  produced  war*  dark 
colored,  showing  that  the  queens  had 
been  mated  by  the  local  black  drones. 
Attempts  were  then  ^ade  to  mats 
the  queena  late  in  the  day  whsji  tho 
undesirable  drones  had  caased  flyin<, 
and  alao  la^e  in  the  season,  when 
these  dronea  ihad  died.  The  rosulta 
gave  valuable  information,  but  they 
did   not  solve  the  problem. 

Next,  a  part  of  the  north  country 
that  beos  haf^  not  yet  roaohed  Was 
tried,  the  £](perlmcntai  Karm  at 
Kapuskaslng,  in  Northern  Ontario, 
boing  selected,  but  here  the  littla 
colonies  were  made  restless  by  tho 
great  and  sudden  changes  In  tem- 
perature, and  swarmed  out  when  thO 
queans  (lew. 

In  1>1».  ezporimsnts  ipsro  start**! 
on  Duck  Island,  which  Is  sltoatod 
near  the  eaatem  end  of  Lake  Ontario, 
and  la  eight  miles  from  tho  nearest 
Island.  aiMl  oyr  •loron  miles  from 
the  mainland.  Dock  Island  eorers 
only  ab.>ut  two  square  mllos.  and  bo 
beos  exist  upon  it.  The  Duck  Island 
egperlmonts  wero  contlntMd  In  ItZf. 
and  have  proren  «occoaBfnl,  twontf- 
•sron  Italian  queens  of  solsctotf 
pnrontage  having  bosn  mated  by  tbo 
dronea  that  wer*  brought  with  mom.

I  am  aatlsfled  of  this:  If  British 
film  directors,  or  "producers,"  aa 
thay  are  called  here,  wera  allowed 
one-half  the  latitude  that  Amerl<».n 
companies  allow  their  directors,  Brit- 
ish films  within  two  years  would  be 
showinir  in  every  picture  theatre  In 
the  UnitOT  Stataa 

The  British  director  ts  cramped  in 
his  work  by  lack  of  money,  or, 
rather,  lack  of  enterprise  on  the  part 
of  the  company  whose  aervant  h*  la. 
Before  work  on  the  picture  1*  <x>m- 
menced  the  company  has  satiafled  It- 
aelf  that  it  has  no  chance  of  "pntting 
it  over"  to  the  Americana,  so  they 
argue  thuswlsc: 

"By  keeping  the  cost  of  production 
down  to  so  much  we  shall  be  able  to 
mak*  so  much  profit  from  sale*  in 
Great  Britain,  W*  will  be  satisfied." 
Then  the  director  Is  called  In  and 
told:  "Tou  muat  not  aiceaed  a  certain 
figure  in  msdiing  this  picture;  If  yon 
do—" 

la  the  reaalt  the  director  allows  his 
art  to  ba  subjugated  by  the  spirit  of 
actmemy. 

A  moderately  gaccessful  flT*>re«l 
pietnr*  cannot  b*  produced  for  leaa 
than   (10,090.     1  am  prepared  to  de- 


fend my  contention  that  leas  than  six 
per  cant  of  the  pictures  produced  In 
this  country  have  cost  mora  to  pro- 
duce than  £4,000.  And  that  la  a  vary 
generous  estimate. 

I  know  of  one  flve-reel  pictur*,  now 
running  in  this  country,  that  cost  lesa 
than  £tOO  to  make,  and  it  must  have 
brought  in  a*  many  thousoMid*  to  the 
Arm  responsible  for  it.  Tet  it  1*  a 
bad  picture;  the  public  ha*  to  tak*  it 
or  leave  it. 

A  flve-reel  picture  is  roughly  5,000 
feet,  in  length.  In  order  to  get  that 
f.OOO  feet,  the  British  director  I*  al- 
lowed a  little  latltudtfk  so  that  he  may 
retake  any  seene  that  haan't  quite 
satisfied  hira.  But,  I  doabt  if  any 
director  In  thia  country  Is  allowed 
more  than  It.OOO  feat  of  negative  to 
work  with.  If  he  cannot  get  hia  art 
into  that  amount,  the  art  must  stay 
out. 

I  assisted  In  the  producing  of  a 
flv^-reeler  film  in  the  Seisnick  studios, 
New  Jerser,  and  became  quit*  nerrous 
about  the  quantity  of  negative  we 
were  "aoaklng  up;"  one  scene  tbat 
would  take  three  seeonda  to  flash  on 
th*  *er*en  waa  taken  eleven  timea, 
^fter  somathtng  like  fifteen  re- 
hearsals. 

When  the  pietore  was  flnMied  th* 
director  said  to  m*:  "Th*y  ar*  da- 
U«lit*d  (h*  r*f erred  to  th*  firm). 
W*  a**d  only  tS.OOO  fe«t  of  film.** 

la  the  eotUng  room.  wh«re  th*  tutl 
"t*ke"  1*  cut  down  to  the  required 
length,  they  eliminated  a  full  ball- 
room acene  that  had  coat  abont  itO* 
to  make  way  for  eoroathing  better. 

In  thia  country  (aa  In  Amarlea,  by 
th*  wayi  w*  haw  to*  nuuir  aaaall 
people  making  small  films,  for  wliat 
we  nay  call  small  profits.  Th*y  can 
get  s«aiet«Bt  backlog  for  a  pletar* 
that  will  ce*t  from  tw*  to  three  tli«i8- 
aaad  pooads.  aad  they  keep  t*  that 
Umlt.
